limiting the charge for the use of instruments 
to from $8 to $6 a month, and taking the view 
that the telephone companies are common car- 
riers, is another interesting event. It was not 
long ago that the Canadian Minister of Agri- 
culture refused to allow the registration of the 
Bell patent on the ground that it jacked orig? 
nality. The earlier litigation on the subject, 
which greatly Weakened the confidence of the 
pubdite in the patent, now seems comparatively 
unimportant in view of the developments to 
be made in future legal proceedings. Mean- 
while the people bave grown more and more 
restive under the imperious policy of the Bell 
Company. They have seen enormous fortunes 
amassed in very short periods of time, and 
a clique of obscure persons known as the 
„Lowell Syndicate,” dictating the operations 


ot the business in Massachusetts—where the 


parent company received its charter—and to a 
considerable extent all over the country. 
Much of the criticiem of the local companies 
lies more properly against the Bell Companys, 
as the excessive charges grow out of the 
enormous royalties | There 1s no help 
for the local com however, under the 
present arrangement, as the parent company 
almost absolutely controls them. Combination, 
consolidation, buying out or foreing to the wall 
anything that looked like a competitor, and 
pouring water into the capital stock, bave been 
the policy from the first. At the very outset a 
contract was made with the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, under which the Western 
Union turned over to the Beil all its telephone 
patents, and the Bell agreed to send to the 
Western Union all its telegraph messages and 
not to engage in telegraph ing. 
THE BELL COMPANY’S FINANCES. 

The American Bell Telephone Company 
owns of the stocks of other companies over 
$22,000,000, as appears by its books. Of these 
stocks $6,432,634 were acquired by purchase 
and $15,581,050 were received in return for 
tranchises granted by the Bell Company. The 
holdings of New England telephone stocks 
foot up $6,883,288, of sll other telephone com- 
panies $14,688,389, and of manufacturing com- 
panies $441,881. These figures are based on a 
pian by which stock received for the franchise 
is set down on the books at par, stock bought 
at par is reduced to par, and other purchases 
are carried at eost. On these 
stocks the parent company has re 
ceived dividends amounting to $1,021,730. 
Contracts bave been made with the subordinate 
companies stating when the dividends to the 
Bell shall begin, and there are a number of 
them that bave not yet pas in anything. There 
are $8,644 shares on which the right to divi- 
dends bas accrued or will accrue at various 
times between now and Jan. 1, 1889. These 
dividends will of course largely increase the 
income of the Bell Company. In general it 
may be said that wherever the local companies 
bave any earnings applicable to the payment 
of dividends the parent company will be on 
band to get its share. It ig a principle of the 
concern to not merely control the operations 
of the local companies through its patent, but 
to own some of the stock in each one. It is 
the policy to increase these holdings. The pro- 
portion of stock exacted as a return for the 
franchise is generally from 30 to 50 per cent, 
and when purchase stock is added to this it is 
easy to see what a strong grip the parent com- 
pany bas. - 

But dividends on stocks are a comparatively 
small item. The great source of income is 
rentals. The total receipts from rentals and 
ex-territorial lines since the organization oi 
the company is over $6,000,000, which is 150 
per cent at least on the capital actually paid 
in. The receipts for rentals for the year end- 
ing March 1, 1886, were $1,969,442. The average 
rental charge per year on each telephone is $7. 
There is another charge for the transmitter. 
The cost of making a rubber hand telephone is 
$1.62, and a transmitter coste $1.80, making a 


total of $3.42. The manufacture of these in- 


struments being, of couse, in the hands of the 
Bell Company, the per centage of profit is 
enormous. It isnotsurprising therefore that 
the company paid from Jan. 1, 1881, to Jan. 15, 


1885, 88. 995, 004 in dividends, that is, returned 
the capital to the stock boiders, 


PAID-IN CAPITAL. 

It is assumed in these statements that the 
capital actually paid im amounts to about 
$4,000,000. An official of the company replied 
to a question by a committee of the Massacnu- 
setis Legisiature afew months ago that the 
amount of stock taken and paid for in cash 
since the first payment of capital was $3,730,- 
036, and there was something paid in original- 
ly. But the statements of the company are 
received with a good deal of incredulity by 
people familiar with such matters. There has 
been some extraordinary bookkeeping. A 
good authority avers that the capital of $10,- 
000,000 authorized by the Massachusetts Leg- 
isiature in 1880 was made up of $6,500,000 of 
putent rights, stock, good will, etc., of the Na- 
tional Bell Company, one of the predecessors 
of the present concern; patent rights and 
property of the Boston Company amounting 
to $806,000, and $543,100 in cash. It is 
further stated that $6,500,000 of as 
sets appearing on the books of the 
present company was on y $650,000 on those of 
the National Company, and the amount of cash 
actuaily paid into the iatter concern was only 
$10,000. Experts conclude that the cash in the 
capital of the Bell Company is not over $1,000,- 
000. In the early days of the monopoly there 
was one stock dividena in which nine or ten 
shares were given for one. The Bell Telephone 
Company bas been begging the 
Massachusetts Legislature to authorize it to 
increase its capital. When the mcrease to 
$10,000,000 was asked for it was alleged that 
the funds wero needed to extend the plant, but 
it does not

perintendent of Mechanism in the Tacon 
Theatre at Havana, he experimented on the 
transmission of sounds by electricity; in 1857 
be made drawings of his telephone, showing 

communicating with each other tele- 
phonically; in 1859 the results of bis investi- 
gations were published; and in 1870 he had oon 
vinced bis friends of the practicability ot talk- 
ing through a wire. He called his instrumect 
a “teletrophono.”” After he had filed his 
caveat, he laid a copy of it before a man con- 
nected with a telegraph company in New York, 
with drawings and explacations, and this man 
promised to furnish means tor making tests of 
the invention. The story goes onto say that 
this electrician kept putting Meucei off with 
various excuses for two years and finaliy when 
Meucci demanded that the papers be given 
back to bim he was informed that they had 
been lost. The theory of the Globe people is 
that Meucci’s plans were shown to Beil and 
that he appropriated the ideas. The objection 
generally raised against the credibility of this 
story is that the inventor would not have 
allowed so important a matter to re 
main in obscurity so long, but the 
friends of his claim call attention to 
the fact that he was extremely poor—so poor 
that be was obliged at times to receive public 
aid—that he could not speak English, and that 
just after the filing of bis caveat he was seri- 
ously crippled by the explosion of the steamer 
Westfield. At that time, too, it was next to 
impossible to interest capitalists in anything of 
the sort, so far were such thimgs from the ex- 
perience of the people of those days. Freder- 
ick Gower, who undertook to get capital for 
Beil when his instrument first came to the no- 
tice of the public, etated in this city about two 
years ago that he worked four or five months 
trying to get financial backing before he met 
with any success. And that was ata period 
when the utility of the machine bad been dem- 
onstrated in the presence of large audiences in 
public halls. So itis not very surprising that 
oe was so long in putting his invention in 
shape. 

The Globe Company say they have abundant 
evidence to substantiate the claims of Meucci. 
They assert that they found his caveat in me 
Patent-Office two years ago; that they have the 
instruments used by him in bis experiments; 
and that théy bave discovered on the books of 
a New York dealer in electrical supplies a. 
charge of $62 for material furnished. to 
Meucci. In bis caveat Meucel states: That 
ne verily believes himself to be the original 
and first inventor of an improvement in sound 
telegraphs.“ He further says: Bach person 
holds to bis mouth an instrument analogous to 
a speaking-trumpet, in which the words may 
easily be pronounced and the sound concen- 
trated on the wire. Another instrument is 
also applied to the ear in order to re 
ceive the voice of the opposit party. All this— 
to-wit; the mouth utensil and the ear instru-

ment communicate to the wire.“ Further on 
he says: The object is to bring distinctly to 
the bearing the words of the party at the op- 
posit end of the telegraph. To call attention 
the party at the other end of the line may be 
warned by an electric telegraph signal."’ The 
operations here described are startlingly de- 
scriptive of the methods of telepboning at the 
present day. It is said that at an exhibition of 
the Bell instrument at Steinway Hall, New 
York, in 1876, a person who was present re- 
marked to a prominent professional man: My 
old friend Meucci is the originator of this 
thing.“ The G obe people claim to have some 
seventy-five affidavits confirming the position 
they have taken in regard to this invention. 
Some of the affiants state that they have con- 
versed through the Meucci telephone. 

The Globe Company nas done nothing 
im the business field, seeing how useless 
it was to fight the decisions of the courts 
and preferring to have a solid basis 
in the way of aright to use, as its 
own property, the idea of transmitting the 
human voice over a wire by electricity; The 
men ia it will, however, if successful in their 
efforts in Washington, begin business at once. 
The Pan-Electric and Washington Companies 
are combined with them in tne prosecution of 
the legal contest, but will not necessarily be 
joined with them in the conduct of the busi- 
ness. The testimony is in the hands of able 
lawyers who are vrosecuting the case. It 
is the impression of those interested in the 
Globe Company that a decision of the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia would be 
final, but a prominent patent lawyer of this 
city says that it can be carried from that court 
to a Federal Circuit Court and then to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. The At- 
torney-General can order the case expedited in 
the District Court, and the United States Su- 
preme Court can, of course, place it at the 
head of the docket, and would probably do so 
inasmuch as it is a matter of the first public 
importance. At the best, therefore, it is 
likely to be some months before any final de- 
cision will be reached. If they win tue suit 
they will probably not make the mistake of 
antagonizing the public by extortions, as the 
Bell Company has, and the peopié will have 
cheaper telephone service. 

UNCERTAIN TENURE.

SomMETHING of a sensation has been cre- 
ated in Kansas City by the discovery that a 
supposed man who has done business there 
under the name of Frank Gray is really a 
woman—a Mrs. Mary Wolcott. Mrs. Wol- 
cott is said to have maintained the deception 
for some years, and to have shown excep- 
tional business ability. 


Tue managers of the railroads in the 
Western Traffic Association yesterday prac- 
tically conceded the demands of the grocery 
jobbers of Chicago, St. Louis, and Milwau- 
kee in regard to the unjust dual classification. 
It was decided that the difference on sugar, 
sirup, molasses, canned goods, rice, coffee, 
and fish shall be three and one-half cents per 
100 pounds between car-loads and less quan- 
tities between St. Louis and Missouri River 
points. In regard to all other articles men- 
tioned by the petitioners it was agreed that 
the difference between car-loads and less than 
car-loads shall not exceed 20 per cent, and in 
no case be less than five cents. The rail- 
roads found that it was impossible to main- 
tain the unjust dual classification, and the 
modification obtained is a substantial victory 
for the grocery jobbers. It amounts also to 
a partial correction of an unjust discrimina- 
tion that should never have been established 
or tolerated. 


THERE was a good demand for money and 
the New York bank statement showed a fur- 
ther decrease in the surplus reserve. The 
trade in investment securities was satisfac- 
tory. The New York stock market was 
fairly active and prices were well sustained.— 
The Chicago produce markets were more 
active Saturday and generally stronger. 
They were led by corn, which has been sold 
to arrive on the seabvard far in excess of the 
apparent supply of old, and the wet weather 
is unfavorable to the curing of the new crop. 
As compared with Friday pork closed nearly 
20 cents higher, corn 7 cents higher, meats 
5 cents higher, wheat % cent higher, corn . 
cent higher for this month, oats & cent high- 
er, rye firm, barley steady, and fiaxseeds 
weak. The receipts of wheat in the city last 
week exceeded the shipments by 258,000 
bushels and those of corn were less by 
460,000 bushels. The packing of this city 
last week. included 185,000 hogs, against 
122,000 for the same time last year, and 246,- 
000 for do in 1883. 


THE NEW ELECTION LAW. 

In another part ot Tun Trisun« will be 
found a careful and comprehensive summary 
of the points in the new Election law, with 
which it will soon be necessary for the peo- 
ple of Chicago to familiarize themselves; 
and we advise our readers to carefully 
peruse it. 

It is gratifying to note that the ‘' perpetual 
Aldermen ” who fought the law so bitterly will 
not be able to stave off its enforcement long 
enough to give themselves another two years 
of power by grace of election judges of their 
own selection. The municipal elections next 
spring will be held under the provisions of 
the new City Election law, which was adopted 
last Tuesday by over 17,500 majority. 

In order to get ready for the spring elec- 
tion it will behoove Judge Prendergast to 
let no unnecessary delay intervene in the ap- 
pointment ot the three Commissioners. That 
these Commissioners are to be responsible 
men of approved integrity, the law itself says. 
The positions were not created for self-séek- 
ing politicians or party hacks out of a job. 
It is the right of the public to demand that 
the men inffusted with the important duty 
of putting the law into effect be taken from 
the ranks of its friends, and that they be in 
full sympathy with its objects. A proper 
‘view of this by the court will doubtless set 
at rest the loose talk of the Democratic poli- 
ticlans who have been figuring on the party 
advantage to be gained by the appointing 
power vested In a judicial officer who hap- 
pens to belong to their party. The law did 
not owe its passage through the Legislature 
to Democratic votes. Its adoption by the 
people of Chicago was in spite of the treach- 
erous opposition of the Democratic commit- 
tee. To trust its enforcement to its enemies 
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prehensive for the double reason that no 
qualified elector may by any chance be de- 
prived of his vote and that no person not en- 
titled to exercise the right of suffrage may 


without habitation or calling—the wharf-rats 
who have contributed to the Democratic ma- 
jorities in the river precincts, the vagrants 
who pour out from the lodging-houses elec- 
tlon-day, and the ballot-box stuffers and re- 
peaters who swarm forth the same day. This 
gentry will be forced to seek some other cli- 
mate where election laws which protect the 
ballot are not in force. But the workingman 
who goes to and from his daily labor, the 
business and professional man, will find no | 
trouble. 

What all citizens will have to bear in mind 
will be that without registration there can be 
no voting. The affidavit adjunct is ended, 
A further point will be that the registration 
must be not later than three weeks before 
election-day, instead of one week as hereto- 
fore. The scrutiny to which all the names 
on the registry lists are subjected is one that 
no reputable citizen need fear, and where 
from change of residence or other cause ob- 
stacles to registration exist the means for 
their removal are simple and prompt. 


CATHOLIC TEMPERANCE DECREE. 

Among the decrees which were passed 
during the session of the Third Plenary 
Council of the Archbishops and Bishops of 
the Roman Catholic Church in this country, 
held at Baltimore last December, was one 
which touched upon the temperance ques- 
tion. This, in common with the others, was 
forwarded to Rome for confirmation by the 
Pontiff, and the messenger who took them 
over is uow reported on his way back with 
the Papal decisions, which will shortly be 
published, The general attitude of the 
church towards the liquor traffic will then 
be known. The decree itself, as it passed 
the council, reads as follows: 


There 1s one way of profaning the Lord's 
day which is 6 prolific of evil results that we 
consider itour duty to utter against it a spe- 
cial condemnation. This is the practice of 
selling beer or other liquor Sunday, or ot fre- 
quenting places where they are sold. This 
practice tends more than any other to turn the 
day of the Lord into a day of dissipation, to 
use it as an occasion for breeding iatemper- 
auce. While we hope that Sunday laws on this 
point will not be relaxed, but even more rigidly 
enforced, we implore all Catholics for the love 
of God and of country never to take part in 
such traffic, nor to countenance or to patronize; 
and we not only direct the attention of all 
parties to the repression of this abuse, but we 
also call upon them to induce all of their flocks 
that may be engaged in the sale of liquors to 
abandon assoon as they can the dangerous 
traffic, and to embrace a more becoming Way 
of making a living. 

Should this decree have been sanctioned by 
the Pope, it will be the signal for a crusade 
against the liquor traffic more direct and 
powerful than any other which has been or- 
ganized in this country. It will be confined, 
of course, to Roman Catholic Irishmen, who 
have suffered more from this traffic than any 
other nationality. It goes without saying 
that this class of people unfortunately are 
trequent patrons of saloons and that large 
numbers are engaged in selling liquor and 
that they have entailed great misery upon 
themselves and families thereby. Liquor 
has been, and still is, the curse of the Irish | 
people and is the prime cause of their 
wretchedness and poverty. They realize it 
themselves, and their best men have made 
notable efforts to bring about a reform. Here 
and there churchmen like Father Mathew, 
and Bishop Ireland, and some of our local 
priests have made a vigorous fight against 
the curse and have done great good, but it 
was not until the meeting of the Plenary 
Council that the church in America defined its 
real attitude upon the temperance question. Its 
action shows that it is opposed to the liquor 
traffic, but without the Papal sanction its 
authority in the premises would not be bind- 
ing. Its decree would only have the force of 
personal recommendation, but with the Papal 
sanction the decree will be tantamount to 
a command. Should it be returned, there 
fore, with the indorsement of the Pope, the 
clergy wili proclaim it to their congregations 
and will unite in a crusade against the 
whisky-shops that will be of a most effective 
character. The Bishops and priests who 
have already accomplished so much by their 
personal influence will work all the more 
effectively when they are armed with the 
Papal commission. With its compact and 
powerful organization, the Roman Catholic 
Church can do more than any other to restrict 
the traffic and rescue its people from the 
misery which the saloons have, entailed upon 
them. The decree will be the personal in- 
junction of the Pontiff to every Bishop and 
priest in this country to work for temper- 
ance with his flock; and splendid results may 
be anticipated from such a concerted move- 
ment. 


A FUTILE OPERA-HOUSE SCHEME. 

The directors of the Opera-Festival Asso- 
ciation in this city are reported to have or- 
ganized a movement to secure Dearborn Park 
from the Federal Government as the site of 
an opera-house, and to further their project 
propose to gointo a partnership with the 
Chicago Public Library Board, which for 
some time past has been negotiating to ob- 
tain control of the same locality, and to let 
their auditorium free to ex-soldiers’ reunions 
in order to secure their support for the 
project. 

Tax Tumors has often urged the erec- 
tion of an opera-house in Chicago which 
should be a credit to the city, but it cannot 
indorse a scheme of this kind. It is an at- 
tempt on the part of capitalists to get their 
clutches on a valuable piece of public proper- 
ty for nothing and erect upon it a building 
for musical entertainment and their own

St. Louis all have fine opera-houses or large 
music-halls built by private enterprise and 
sometimes by individual generosity. Un- 
questionably they can get all the help they 
need from wealthy citizens to put up as ele- 
gant an opera-house as there is in the coun- 
try, and if properly built and skillfully man- 
aged it will pay them a handsome profit on 
the investment. If they are working for art 
alone of course they will not look to financial 
returns. A movement of this kind would 
commend itself to the public and enlist its 
sympathy and aid, but they cannot expect 
that the city is g allow them, or Con- 
gress either, to get clutches on public 
grounds for nothing. 


CANON FARRAR’S AMERICAN WEST- 
MINSTER. 

The argument made by Canon Farrar in 
favor of an American Westminster Abbey is 
already creating much discussion, which has 
also gained added interest as the Canon’s sug- 
gestion followed so closely upon the death 
of Gen. Grant and the general feeling of dis- 
appointment all over the country that a New 
York park was-chosen as his last resting- 
place. Canon Farrar’s argument, however, 
is more poetical than practical, and does not 
recognize the essential difference of condi- 
tions in this country from those which in- 
duced the use of Westminster Abbey as a 


repository for England’s illustrious dead. It 


is made from the English point of view, and 
therefore has little force outside of its senti- 
ment. 


The difficulties which would stand in the 
way of an American Westminster Abbey are 
not only numerous but insuperable. In the 
first place, Westminster Abbey was built as 
a church, and stands today as the principal 
cathedral of the State religion. Its use as a 
Sepulchre has been cumulative through a 
period of centuries. It ‘contains the memo- 
rials of England’s great dead, but is mainly 
appropriated to those dead only. We have 
no State religion, State church, or State ca- 
thedral, and never ean have. The religious 
world in this country is split up into sects 
entirely disassociated. from the political 
power, dependent upon themselves for help 
and for whatever success they may obtain, 
each jealous of the other and sometimes bit- 
terly antagonistic. There can therefore 
never be a community of action among the 
sects in building such a mausoleum, nor, 
if one sect started it, would the 
others assist in its construction or even 
acknowledge the propriety of its purpose. 
On the other hand, it is not in accordance 
with the traditions nor is there any prece 
dent to warrant the National Government in 
the appropriation of the public money to pur- 
poses of mere ideal sentiment, nor would the 
people sanction it in this case if there were. 
The differences of opinion which were mani- 
fested in the matter of the Grant Monument 
were slight compared with what they would 
be if an American Westminster Abbey were 
seriously proposed. 

Again, the physical and social conditions 
of the two countries are entirely different. 
In England they favor the centralized idea 
which Westminster Abbey embodies. In this 
country they are diametrically opposed to it. 
England is but a portion of a little island about 
the size of the State of Illinois, with 25,000,000 
people packed away in it. Everything about 
it is centralized in London, its Capital and 
chief city, the home of its aristocracy, the 
source of its culture, enterprise, and wealth, 
and the centre of all its organized influence 
and power. From that great centre radiate 
all the channels through which all England 
pours its varied contributions into London. 
This country is continental in its area, stretch- 
ing from ocean to ocean. There is no gen- 
eral central peint. Its culture is centralized 
in Boston, its wealth in New York, its fine 
art progress in Philadelphia, its politics in 
Washington, its enterprise and energy in 
Chicago, It has thirty-eight centres, each 
jealous of the other. If there were 
thirty-eight Englands there would be no 
Westminster Abbey. Each State of this 
Republic wants its own dead, and each centre 
claims custody of the illustrious dead who 
had belonged to the State it represents. IIII- 
nois would never consent to the removal of 
Abraham Lincoln nor would Virginia ever 
give up George Washington. 

Even if all the other environments were 
satisfactory and some way could be devised 
to build our Westminster Abbey where should 
we place it? Certainly not in Boston, more 
than. 2,000 miles away from the western 
frontiers of the Republic, the great majority 
of whose people would never have the op- 
portunity of seeing it. It is equally certain 
that New York would not be chosen, the 
most un-American city on the Continent and 
the least generous of all American cities in 
commemorating the achievements of the il- 
lustrious dead. Certainly not reer gon 
an out-of-the-way village. Certainly not 
Chicago, for the dead would not rest quietly 
in the midst of a population who are so 
noisily and rushingly alive and so rest- 
lesly busy in keeping the rest of the 


i world alive. There is no place for it 


which would not be inappropriate or incon- 
venient and which would not arouse jealous 
opposition, even if all the conditions 
were favorable. The pride of each one of

In his hour of triumph Hill is not only 
vainglorious but ungrateful. Mr. Cleve- 
land, in his effort to coneiliate the New York 
Democracy, abandoned his mugwump 
pledges, threw aside all pretense of consist- 
ency, and gave his money, vote, and influ- 
ence to elect the spollsman Hill, only to find 
that the latter repays him with cutting criti- 
cism and contemptuous sneers. Personal 
and political humiliation is Mr. Cleveland's 
sole reward for the part he took in the New 
York election. Nor does Hin utter a word 
of thanks to the 30,000 cold-water St. John 
cranks who alone made his election possible. 
Hill coolly assumes that he was elected 
through the inherent strength of the spoils 
Democracy, while the truth is that he would 
have been sent back to Elmira to resume 
work as 4 third-rate politician engaged in 
whitewashing the party Tweeds had it not 
been for the conjunction of the town pump* 
and the open whisky barrel under the au- 
spices of the Democratic St. John sideshow. 


ELECTION REFORM. 

The work of voting at our city and county 
elections would be performed much more 
conscientiously and diligently if the voters 
understood that it now costs nearly a third 
more to run the municipal and county gov- 
ernments then it would under proper busi- 
ness management. Yet thisis a fact which 
no reflecting man will deny after he has 
thought it over for a few minutes. Had the 
work been turned over as a business matter 
to any one of the men who have administered 
the affairs of the city since the great fire he 
would have done it quite as well for one 
third the money. It is the machine that 
costs. The best of them have been so fettered 
by it as to be unable to do more than prevent 
the perpetration of some of the most flagrant 
abuses that inhere to the system. 

The great curse in politics arises out of 
the fact that an ‘‘ office” is not generally re- 
garded as having been instituted for the 
good of the public, but for that of the holder 
and his friends. The latter are those who 
have been instrumental in placing the indi- 
vidual in power, and expect to be rewarded 
for their influence, not out ot the pocket of 
their tool, but from the public crib. Of 
course the great mass of people who are en- 
titled to vote have no well-defined idea that 
they will be directly rewarded; but the great 
majority of them would be glad to be so re- 
warded if they could get the chance, and in 
its absence do not feel any special incentive 
to take the trouble of performing the duty of 
a citizen. As a consequence, the nomination 
to the office and the practical direction of 
the voting are the work of the few. The 
great majority follow blindly, as party feel- 
ing, race prejudice, or other affiliations may 
determine; and not seldom thave no better 
choice than that between two evils, as the 
worst elements in both of the contending 
parties have controlled the work of their 
respective caucuses. It is no wonder that 
such a system should invite to fraud in the 
registering and reporting the aggregate ex- 
pression of the popular will, or that so many 
of the persons who have been ‘*‘ elected,” 
either properly or improperly, should so 
completely misapprehend the nature of the 
relation that ought to exist between them and 
the people who are not in office. 

It is a fact that eagnot be denied, except 
by extreme ignorance or in sheer bravado, 
that the number of officeholders in this city 
is much larger than needed, and that they are 
drawn as a rule from the poorest material, if 
not the worst that is available, The elected 
ones are apt to become so by virtue of their 
superior abilities as log-rollers, or their un- 
conscientious readiness to promise what they 
will not even try to perform; and those who 
are appointed by them or through their in- 
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iniquity would continue to exist so long as 
the manipulation of the offices was left to the 
candidates and their friends. The statement | 
was made recently, and has not been contra- 


dicted, that more girls are ruined in London 


by the police and the soldiers than by all 


other classes put together. It is evident that 


the more restricted method of voting which 
is in vogue in England is not productive of 
vastly better results than are obtained here 
with every man a voter. It can only be 
eured by a general wakening up of the voters 
to the fact that their duty as citizens is a 
duty to themselves. A shaking up of this 
valley of dry bones would undoubtedly ro- 
sult in a radical reform in our methods; and 
probably one of the first fruits of sueh a re- 
vival would be a change at the primaries to 
precede and give value to that in the Elec- 
tion law. 


Unper the instructions of the English 
court the jury in London yesterday in the 
Stead-Armstrong case found the defendant 
guilty, the Judge having charged them that 
they had only to consider whether the child 
was taken away from home against the will 
of the parents. Stead, the editor of the Pall 
Mall Gazetie, was undoubtedly guilty of a 
technical violation of the law, and to this ex- 
tent the verdict of the jury is in accordance 
with the admitted facts. The question of 
criminal intent is. vital, however, when it 
comes to the matter of punishment, and, in 
view of the total lack of an immoral purpose 
on Stead’s part, the Judge will not be justi- 
fied in sentencing Stead to anything more 
than a technical punishment. His purpose 
was simply t demonstrate that girls could be 
secured in England for immoral purposes 
through the aid of procuresses and with 
the consent of the parents, bat he 
was misled by the false representations of 
Mrs. Jarrett, who told him the father and 
mother of the Armstrong girl had agreed to 
the sale of the 14-year-old child. Stead’s 
purpose was to demonstrate beyond all doubt 
the system of traffic in the virtue of young 
girls, but his zeal led him into a technical 
violation of the law against abduction. His 
exertions, however, forced Parliament to pass 
the bill raising the age of consent to 16 years, 
and the debauchees and ronés then turned 
upon Stead with a desperate attempt to 
secure revengé. They discovered that he 
was guilty of a technical violation of law in 
the Armstfong ease, and have at last suc- 
ceeded in getting him convicted in court. It 
remains to be seen whether the Judge will 
sentence him to a merely nominal punish- 
ment (which is all the law requires in this 
case) or will yield to the clamor of the roués 
for revenge. 


Tue ungrateful Hill is determined to re- 
gard his victory as the humiliation of Cleve- 
land. He refuses to recognize the help re- 
ceived from the President or from the Pro- 
hibitionists, and emphasizes the opinion that 
his election is a Democratic copdemnation of 
the Administration. Undoubtedly Hill de- 
clares the unanimous belief of the New York 
spollsmen. Mr. Cleveland has been too 
much of a reformer to suit the Demo- 
ctats and not enough so to please anybody 
else. Forced to abandon his mugwump as- 
sociates and do service for the spoilsmen of 
his own party, Mr. Cleveland has fallen be- 
tween two stools and cannot now command 
the support or approval of either faction in 
New York. Anything that the President 
may do hereafter to appease the spoils Dem- 
ocrats will be regarded as compulsory fealty, 
while Hill is in a fair way to secure the sup- 
port of the spoilsmen whenever he may need 
it. He is wily and tricky enough to see that 
there is an advantage at present in empha- 
sizing the undoubted fact that his election 
stands for the humiliation of Cleveland, but 
at the same time is too ungrateful to recog- 
nize the aid which the town-pump cranks 
gave to the free-rum party.

THE CANADIAN TRANSCONTINENTAL 


ALL OTHER REPORTS TO THE CONTRARY, 
THE LAST SPIKE WAS DRIVEN YESTER- 
DAY, AND AT NO OTHER TIME. 

Winyipec, Man., Nov. 1.—|Special.]—The 
last spike of the Canadian Pacific Railway was 
driven at 9:20 this morning near Farwell. B. C. 
Previous announcements have all been pre- 
mature. Mr. Van Horne, General Manaver, is 
on bis way to the Pacific coast, and when he 
reaches Port Moody will bave made the first 
entire trip over the road from end to end by 
rail. The “ocean to ocean” dream is now a 
very stubborn fact. The Canadian Transcon- 
tinental Railway is completed, and was abso- 
lutely without ceremony. There were no 
speeches and no enthusiasm. 

This completes the first transcontinental all- 
rail route on the continent, a distance of a 
trifie over 8,200 miles from the Port of Mont- 
real to that of Port Moody on the Pacific coast. 
As originally chartered by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment the line began at Leke Nipissing, 
something over 300 miles due west from Mont- 
real; in the Province of Ontairo, but eastward 
from that point several hundred miles of road, 
making connections with Ottawa, Toronto, and 
Montreal, have been acquired by purchase, so 
that the Canadian Pacific with its branches 
will control about 4.500 miles of track. Of 
this 2,900 miles, the distance from Lake Nipis- 
sing to the Pacific coast, were liberaliy, in fact 
prodigaily, subsidized by the Government. 

When the United States Government gave 
the Union Pacific 12,800 acres of land per mile 
of its 1,083 miles of track, and loaned it bonds 
to the amount of $27,000,000, and gave to the 
Central Pacific twenty sections. of land per 
mile for its 883 miles of track, and bonds to the 
same amount as that ,eceived by the Union 
Pacific, it was thought that the utmost limit 
of generosity in railroad subsidies had been 
reached. The land grants in these two in- 
stances amounted to about 25,000,000 of acres, 
but the bonds advanced were to be repaid. The 
Dominion Government made the builders of its 
Pacific road a present of 25,000,000 acres of 
land and an out and out gift of $25,000,000 in 
cash, besides exempting the lands from taxa- 
tion for twenty years, and the railway, its 
equipment, and capital stocks forever. It will 


miles the Canadian road bas received in lands 
and money, valuing the lands at $1 per acre, 
$50,000,000, while the original American roads, 
for about 1,900 miles of track, received on the 
same basis $79,000,000, ot which $54,000,000 
must be returned. 

It is current!y understood that the road was 
built entirely from the bounty of the Govern- 
ment, and that its proprietors now hold the 
$100,000,000 stock based upon it as clear profit. 
The fact that the road is finished five years in 
advance of the date set by the Government tor 
its completion indicates that there was no dalli- 
ance on the part of the constructors in secur- 
ing the bonanza. 

Considering the future of the road, it may be 
doubted that as an investment it will be profit- 
able. It runs through a country that is unin- 
habited except at a few points. Fully one-half 
of the region traversed is sterile and unpro- 
ductive. There is really nothing to support 
the road or pay for its operation except the 
hope for transcontinental traffic. President 
| Stephen less than a year ago acknowledged as 
much when he unfolded his scheme for bring- 
ing Engiand’s Chinese and Japanese trade 
across the Continent instead of via the Indian 
Ocean, Suez Canal, and the Mediterranean. He 
was then on his way to Europe to arrange for 
the purchase or construction of vessels to ply 
between Yokohama, and Canton, and Port 
Moody, which steamers are now so engaged.

27, 1874, he was appointed President 
of the Executive Power in Spain, and left Madrid 
to take command of the Army of the North. Bilbao 
was relieved (May 1) by the Republican forces 
under Marshals Serrano and Concha, who com- 
pelled the Carlists to abandon their intrenchment. 
Serrano soon afterwards returned to Madrid,where 
he received a grand ovation (May 6). In Detem- 
ber, 1874, the Marshal-President betook himself to 
Laserna’s headquarters at Logrofio, with the 
ostensible object of taking arms against the Car- 
lists. but in reality to test the loyatyof the 
Northern army to the Republic. It had been in- 
timated to him that Alfonso, the Prince of the 
Asturias, would be proclaimed King, as indeed 
he was the last day of the year. Serrano, to 
preserve appearances, thereupon withdrew to 
France, but be was back again at Madrid in the 
course of a month (Feb. 1, 1876). He was & member 
of the new Spanish Senate, and in this capacity he 
refused May 12, 1877, to be a member of the com- 
misston charged with the daty of presenting to the 
King the address voted in reply to the royal mes- 
sage. In 1882 he propounded a program as the 
leader of a new political party called the Dynastic 
Left. Soon after the Cortes met Serrano made his 
appearance in the Senate and propounded the au- 
thoritative program of. his party. He professed 
his loyalty to the King, though he still adhered to 
his preference for the Constitution of 1869 over 
that at present in force, which dates from 1876.

AN AGENT’S EXPERIENCE. 


HE EMBARKS IN A “PROMISING BUSINESS,” 
GETS TIRED, AND SUES HIS PRINCIPAL 
An amusing little appeal case, showing. up 

the devious ways of a washing-compound com- 

pany, was on trial before Judge Hawes yester- 
day. In December, 1881, a young man named 

J. A. Templeman of Aurora was caught by the 

enticing advertisement of Richard W. Chap- 

péll, who appeared to be engaged in the pbil- 
anthropic business of making every body rich 
by seliing them $90 worth of goods for $20, 
with silver teaspoons and buttec-knives thrown 
in. Some of his circulars describing in 
colors the ease with which 
a tortune could be made and a 
few dozen **unsolicited ” testimonials 
were sent to the inexperienced youth and he 
fell into the trap at once. The circuiar was 
headed in large type “$70 a week,“ and an- 
nounced that the advertiser sold a washing 
compound which needed only to be introduced 
to seli itself at once, etc. For $20 he would 
send sixty packages of the compound, retaii- 
ing at 50 cents a package, also sixty fam ly 
rights,’’ or recipes for making the compound, 
retailing at $1 a package, besides sample-pack- 
ages and circulars free. The circular was neat- 
ly printed inside of double red lines, and inter- 
spersed with such ancient but still wholesome 
onestnut as Let faith be your staff,” 

Fly pleasure and it will follow thee,” 

“The first step to greatness is to 

be honest, “A full purse ne'er lacks 

friends.“ Make hay while the sun shines.’’ 

Then followed minute directions to an agent 

bow to work so as to creumvent the house 

keeper who did not want anything of the kind, 
or the Bridget who shut the door in his face. 

Al this looked surprisingly easy to accomplish, 

but it needed money. The cheapest outfit 

was $20, and the whole reserve capita! of the 
young man was a two-cent postage stamp and 
$5. He accordingly wrote for $5 worth of an 
outfit, and selected Kane County as his terri- 
tory. In reply he received a letter frem the 
„company (consisting of Mr. Chappell and 
bis office cat) to the effect that they did not sell 
leas than a $20 ourfit, but one bad been for- 
warded to him C. O. D., and his $5 applied 
toward payment of the same. This was not 
what Tempieman wanted, but thinking that 
the only way to get bis $5 back was to take the 
whole outfit, he raised the $15 and paid it. 

When be opened the box, however, he found 

there were no ** family richts in it, and im- 

mediately sent for them. But the com- 

pany,” findmg the young man could pay $20, 

thought he could be judiciously squeezed for a 

little more, and informed him that Kane 

County had a population of 50,000 and a $100 

outfit was necessary.

He recovered a judgment for $16 betore Jus- 
tice Meech, and Chappell appeaied. On the 
trial yesterday Judge Hawes read the circular 
aloud, punctuating it with sarcastic remarks 
and a commentary which warranted the con- 
clusion that he did not have much faith in the 
wonderful wasbing compound. He held that 
Chappell, by sending the $20 vutfit on Tempie- 
man’s request for an agency for Kane County, 
thereby made the latter his agent. There was 
nothing in the circular to show that any one 
was compelied to take a $100 outfit for Kane 
County, only it was auvisable.“ The ques- 
tion then was whether the plaintiff got all bis 
contract called for. The $20 outfit included 
sixty family righte”’ which it was admitted 
Templeman bad never received, The defend- 
ant claimed he did not give them until territory 
was assigned, and Templeman not having been 
assigned to any territory was not entitled to 
any rights. But the sending of the outfit 
in answer to the plaintiff's request was tanta- 
mount to giving plaintiff Kane County as 
asked. What, then, was the measure of dam- 
ages? As Templeman had not sent back the

A BLOUDY INDIAN FIGHT, 


IN AN ENCOUNTER BETWEEN RIVAL SHO- 
SHONE FACTIONS ONE BRAVE Is KILLED 
AND ANOTHER MORTALLY WOUNDED. 
LANDER, Wyo., Nov. 7.—[Special.|—A quarrel 

among certain Shosbone Indians has been 
orought to a deadly arbitrament. About a week 
ago one of the leading chiefs was informed that 
his wile was carrying on acriminal intrigue with 
a young brave of the tribe. Investigation con- 
vineed the chief of his disgrace. in the rage 
consequent upon this discovery, peculiariy in- 
famous in the eyes of a Shosbone, the be- 
trayed husband shot and killed bis rival's 
best horse. This was promptly fol- 
lowed by a reprisai in kind and the chieftain’s 
war-horse bit the dust. Then the chief railied 
his immediate followers; but the young brave 
had his friends also, and in the desperste eu- 
counters that soon took place some dozen In- 
dians were engaged. One warrior was killed 
outright and another mortally wounded. By 
this time the authorities were on the scene and 
the combat stopped for the time being. The 
factions, however, still breathe vengeance 
against each other, and it is more than likely 
that the unchaste wife will cause blood to flow 
again. 

[The Shoshone Indians are noted for their chas- 
tity. An unfaithfal wife or a lewd single womans 
are the greatest rarities among them. it is said 
that the only biood ever shed in private quarrel 
among the Shoshones has been in cases such as tne 
above. The occasion is rare but the blood-letting 
is certain. }

in favor of curtailing the powers of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations. That committee, 
under existing rules, controls the House. It 
may block business at plensure, and practically 
shape the legislation of Congress. This it did 
in the last Congress. At the end of the last ses- 
sion an informal committee of Democrats, con- 
sisting of Adams of New York, Collins of Massa- 
chusetts, and Hatch of M ssouri, was appointed 
to consider what could be done to facilitate 
business and to strip the Appropriations Com- 
mittee of some of its dictatorial power. It is 
reported that these gentiemen bave secured 
the signatures of sixty-eight prominent Demo- 
cratic members toa petition which declares 
that one of two things ougbt to be done: First, 
that all new leygisiation of every nature what- 
so ver should be excluded from the appropria- 
tion bills, as is now provided by the Senate 
rules, and that the appropriation bills shoulda 
be reported within a certain fixed time early in 
the session; Or, second, that several of the 
bills, among them the Deliciencs, the 
Sundry Civil, the Legislative, the District of 
Columbia, and the Fortificauons, shall be taken 
from the Appropriations Committee ana dis- 
tributed among the committees which have 
charge of the general subjects to which thes 
bilis relate. It is this change in the rules to 
which one of Mr. Cariisie’s managers refers 
when he speaks of stripping Randall of some 
ot his power. Mr. Randall and all the mem- 
bers of the Appropriations Committee un- 
doubtedly would vigorously Oppose such a 
proposition, but it has been quite popular in 
former Congresses and a good many Repub- 
licans would advocate such a policy. The most 
effective argument which bas been used against 
the proposed change has been that, by increas- 
ing the number of the committees which have 
charge of moovy bills, the aggregate expendi- 
ture would be largely increased, and that the 
existing system is to be preferred on the 
ground of economy. ,

But time has brought rehef, especially to the 
latter, and today the verdicts in favor of the 
progeny of the Don were splendid 
and so overwhelming that the beurts 
of the Cossacks, which bad previousiy 
been literally steeped in sorrow, were made to 
sing with joy. The occasion was 830 mo- 
mentous that there was early in the day a 
large concourse of spectators, among whom 
apeared William H. Vanderbilt himself, and it 
is believed that he has experienced a change 
of beart, and he has been converted to the Don 
Cassock creed. August Belmont, too, stumped 
across the ring to the judges’ table and re- 
ceived the hearty congratulations of every 
one on the safe arrival of St. Blaise, the 
most promising son ot the great Hermit. Van- 
derbilt and Belmont came to see the judging of 
Class 20 for matched pairs of trotting mares or 
geldings 4 years old and over. Altbourh this 
is a class embracing a wide range, and it would 
have been natural to expect a numerous list of 
entries, there were but two, but these were of 
the bignest rank in the trotting world. The 
first team to enter was the Don Cossack one, 
Jeannette and Cossack Maid, a pair of 
83-year-old bay mares, perfection in 
match and perfection in gait, and fast 
as the wind. The second team was 
the Almont Jr. one—Belle Hamlin and Justina 


—and this was driven by the veteran breeder, 
Hamlin, bimseif. Trainer Thomas steered the 
Cossack cavairy. They were trotted at speed, 
to the delight of every one. Hound the ring 
the rivais were speeded again aad again; but 
it was obvious that the star of the Cossacks was 
in the ascendant. They were a perfect match, 
whereas Belle Hamlin out-classed her mate 
and was impeded and restrained by her. The 
judges, amid tbundering plaudits, gave 
the blue ribbon to the Cossacks and 
the red ribbon to the Aimont Ir. 
This was victory the first. Victory the second 
followed in sbort order.

THE CATHOLIC BALTIMORE DECREE. 

The Rev. Dr. Dennis O'Connell, rector of the 
American College at Rome, is expected to ar- 
rive in town tomorrow with the decrees and 
acts of the late council at Baltimore, which has 
received the Papal approval. He will go to 
Baltimore and report to the Most Rey. James 
Gibbons, Archbishop of Baltimore and primate 
of the Catholic Church in America. The de- 
crees will be published in due time. As to the 
various clauses or decrees, they are pregnant 
with immense advantages to the Church in 
America. The question of secret societies 
nas been treated in a careful and 
most considerate manner. It bas been deter- 
mined that they are not to be condemned by 
individual priests, who are nevertheless al- 
lowed to warn the people against them as dan- 
gerous, according to the special circumatances 
of each. But condemnation cah only come 
after the Arobbisbops have met together, dis- 
cussed, and pronounced on the special society 
under consideration. The great weight at- 
tached to the principles contained in the de- 
crees Of the Baltimore council may be meas- 
ured by the fact that these decrees will form 
the basis and the model for the synod of Bish- 
ops, which will be commenced in the cathedral 
at Sidney, Australia, next Sunday, and for the 
council or synod which will be beld soon in 
Ireland, and for which the recent meeting of 
the Irish Bishops in Rome was a preparauon. 


THE GOLD AND SILVER QUESTION. 

Ever since the conference between United 
States Treasurer Jordan and the bank Presi- 
dents last July, the result of which was the 
transfer of $6,000,000 in gold from the banks 
to the Treasury vaults, gold has been stead- 
ily pouring into the Treasury. One of the 
most noticeable effects of the transfer was 
the marked diminution in silver payments for 
duties at the custom-house, the proportion 
now being 9 per cent instead of 30, as was the 
case when the transfer was made. At the 
time the matter was arranged the President 
treated the exchange as a loan of 
gola, and Treasurer Jordan informed them 
that if the result should cause a flow of gold 
into the Treasury he would return the full 
amount during the fall. This has now been 
done, the banks baving within the last few 
days made a call upon the Treasury for the re- 
tarn of the gold. Up to the close of busindes 
yesterday about $3,000,000 of the whole loan 
had been returned. Several of the bank Presi- 
depts were inclined to the opinion that the 
Treasurer had concluded to return the gold 
prior to the assembling ot Congress in order to 
avoid any complications. 

THE WARNER CASE. 

Col, George Bliss has again written to United 
States District-Attorney Dorsheimer, asking 
that the transfer of the case against William S. 
Warner (Ferdinand Ward's friend) to the 
United States grand jury be postponed at least 
a week. A few days’ delay, he says, will nat 
interfere with the course of justice, and meap- 
time Mr. Dorsheimer can better familiarize 
himseit with the facts and be in a better posi- 
tion to act with a full understanding of the 
case. ö 

Mr. Dorsbeimer very briefly disposes of 
Col. Bliss’ objections to the proposed pro- 
cedure and says he has determined to 
submit the charges against Mr. Warner to the 
grand jury now sitting. He has no de- 
sire, he says, to unfairly prejudice 
Mr. Warner, and has therefore afforded an 
opportunity to Warner’s counsei to place be- 
fore the grand jury any testimony that may 
tend to throw lighton the transactions of Ward 
with Warner or other persons similarly related 
to him. 

JOHN KELLY’S ILL-HEALTH.

MEETING OF THE AMERICAN COPYRIGHT 

LEAGUE, 

The annual meeting of the American Copy- 
right League was held at the rooms of the Au- 
thors’ Club, No. 19 West Twenty-fourth street, 
today. Mr. Green, the Secretary, declared 
that the league bad never been in a better 
position to secure the passage of a copyright 
bill than now; that the rolls of the league con- 
tained the names of almost every weli-known 
author in the land; that the leading journals 
througbout the country were all in favor of 
the movement; and that the heads of almost 
every college or university in the United States 
were actively interested in the cause. He 
closed by reading a vortion of a letter from 
Senator Hawley, in which the Senator prom- 
ised to introduce at the ning of the ses- 
sion an amendment to the copyright law, 
sweeping away all unjust discriminations. 

After the adoption of the constitution the 
members discussed the policy of the law. Mr. 
Charles Dudley Warner urged the league to 
approve Senator Hawley’s bill, which he de- 
clared contemplates an act of reciprocity in 
regard to copyright with foreign countries, 
dealing with no extraneous questions touch- 
ing the matter of the tariff or of manufacture, 
or of any limitation as to time. There would 
be attempted opposition in various quarters to 
any legislation on this subject, but he agreed 
with Senator Hawley in believing that the 
league should offer a simple copyright bill and 
urge its passage as asimpie act of justice. 
After discassion Mr. Warner’s motion was car- 
ried without dissent, and the league is theore- 
fore practically committea to gupport the 
Hawiey bill.

FLAMES IN THE MCMICKEN UNIVERSITY AT 
CINCINNATI .CAUSE A LOSS OF $30,000— 
FOUNDRY BURNED AT STEUBENVILLE. 
CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 7.—At 4 o’clock this 

morning fire was discovered in the McMicken 

University Building, at the head of Elm street. 


Before the fire department could reach the 
place the entire frontof the building was in 
flames. The great value of the building stim- 
ulated the firemen to their best efforts, and 
they succeeded in saving the main portion of 
the building, but the part burned will cause a 
money loss of $30,000.

Hoveron, Tex., Nov. 7.—ISpeolal.—At 11:30 
today a body of Knights of Labor forced the 
negro laborers to stop loading cotton on the 
Navigation Com- 
pany. The strikers placed guards over the 
barges and cotton and went to their rooms for 
a conference. During their absence Superin- 
tendent Atkinson returned to the barges, over- 
awed the guards, and commenced to load the 
barges. A Knight of Labor on horseback gal- 
loped to the assembly-room and gave the 
alarm. At least 200 Knights came at full 
speed over the San Jacinto bridge 
drove out the colored workmen. For 
a few moments it appeared as if a 
riot had commenced. The cry of ‘Throw 
them into the bayou was raised, and a dash 
was made to throw a tall colored workman into 
the water. Cool men interfered. The Super- 
intendent was hurriedly rushed over the em- 
bankment. For a time the excitement was in- 
tense. Knights of Labor are leaving the rail- 
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| way shops and mils for the scene of the dis- 


turbance. The strikers hold the position to- 
night, guarding the boats. Colored Knights 
are leaders in the movement. The object of 
the strike is to keep the Navigation Company 
from carrying cottdn to the Mallory Steam- 
ship Lice in Galvegton. The strikers crippled 
two engines ih the Gulf, Colorado 
& Santa Fé Road tonight. The city authorities 
and Sheriff will. not act unless affidavits are 
made out against individuals. The Naviga- 
tion Company has appeaied to County Judge 
Anders. It is said that an attempt is being 
made to call out the militia, 

GALVESTON, Tex., Nov. 17.—|Special.]—For 
five days Galveston has been in a state of siege, 
with her commerce crippled and her trade par- 
alyzed. The great boycott is as rigidly main- 
tained as when first inaugurated. The man- 
date promulgated yesterday evening against 
the Houston Direct Navigation Company by 
the Kaights of Labor bas gone into effect. 
Dis patches received from Houston late this 
evening state that the Knights of Labor in 
that city have institute] the boycott in the 
oity against all the freight destined for Galves- 
don. Ine Houston Direct Navigation Company 
had concluded not to handle any more freight, 
and laid up their tugs and barges, and will re- 
ceive no more freight until there is a solution 
of the present strike. 

The crews of the Houston & Texas Central 
Railway, runoing to the wharf, have refused 
to handle cotton for Gaiveston. One force of 
railway men bave been discharged and it is 
thought others will follow. There is great ex- 
citement at this turn of affairs in Houston, but 
as yet no violence bas been reported. 

The situation here remains virtually un- 
changed. The State Executive Committee of 
Knights of Labor, which was telegraphed to 
come here yesterday, arrived this morning and 
met in secret executive session at 10 a. m., and 
were ic session until 12:30, when they ad- 
journed to meet at 8 p. m. At this meeting a 
committee representing the railway, steam- 
Bhip, cotton compresses, and the mer- 
cantile bodies were admitted. This com- 
mittee of seventeen, roughiy estimated, 
represented a capital of over $60,000,000. 
Various members of the Executive Committee 
of the Knights of Labor made speeches, in 
which they recited their grievences and the 
cause for their present acuon being the fact 
that the Mallory Company, through its agent, 
Capt. Sawyer, had acted in bad faith toward 
the white longshoremen; that last epring the 
Mallory Company had reduced the wages of its 
employés on their wharf, and when remon- 
strated with the company agreed to restore 
wages to their original basis at the opening of 
the business in the fall. With this understand- 
ing the men continued in the employ of the 
Mallory Company. Fail came and there was no 
raise. The men demanded that the company 
keep their faith with them, and this was re- 
fused and the men struck. Their places were 
supplied with colored labor. The matter was 
referred to acommittee for adjustment. Capt. 
Sawyer agreed that if the colored men would 
release hint from his obligation the white 
laborers should be restored. The colored men 
were seen and had agreed to divide the labor 
on the Mallory wharf, which was acceptable 
to the whites, and when this basis of adjust- 
ment was submitted to Capt. Sawyer he 
refused to accede to it, saying wat he had re- 
ceived instructions from the Mallory Company 
to retaia colored labor as long as they gave 
satisfactory service, and that he was powerless 
to act in the matter. Capt. Sawyer indignant- 
ly denied the statement that he said he would 
reinstate the white laborers, but had informed 
the committee he would consider it. The dis- 
cussion then took a wide range and the meet- 
ing came very near being disrupted several 
times. Finally the Executive Committee of 
the Knights of Labor submitted the proposi- 
tion to the Citizens’ Committee that they would 
order the boycott removed from railway lines, 
cotton presses, and navigation companies if 
these interests would agree to boycott all 
freight to and from the Mallory Steamship 
Company. This called out statements from 
the representatives of railway, navigation, 
aud cotton press companies that they were 
chartered institutions, and under the laws of the 
State could not d‘scriminate against corpora- 
tion or individual without becoming liabie to 
prosecution. President Sealy then addressed 
the Knights. He said his corporation had kept 
their faith with the order. When the strike 
was adjusted upon his line, a few weeks ago, 
be had received the pledge from the members 
off the Executive Committee that there would 
not be another strike upon his line in thirty 
days. They had violated their word, and in 
doing so had paralyzed the trade of Galveston, 
which was now secking other avenues of out- 
let and inflicting a heavy loss upon every busi- 
ness industry in Galveston, and which would 
result in untold suffering and hardship 
to bBard-working men; that there was 
no justice or reason in their present 
seuseless strike; that they were bringing 
disgrace upon the city, destroying confidence 
in us commercial integrity, and chat their 
present unautborized action would recoil upon 
their own heads. If they expected by this 
means to accomplish their purpose they wou!d 
signally fail. The interests affected had de- 
termined to stand firm and could abide their 
own time. 

The remarks of Mr. Sealy had a marked ef- 
fect upon the Executive Committee and elicited 
the remark that they had no authority to act, 
but if the citizens’ committee would again 
meet them at 10a. m. tomorrow they thought 
matters could be adjusted. Thus matters stand 
tonight, and speculation is rife as to what the 
morrow will bring forth. During the discus- 
sion the colored members of the Executive 
Committee from Fort Worth asked Capt. Saw- 
yer that if the committee agreed to raiso the 
strike would be give the Knights of Labor 
equal representation on thé Mallory wharf. 
Sawyer emphatically replied: ‘* No.” 

The Knight sare in session again tonight, and 
they are sulien and uncommunicative and act 
like men enlisted in a cause barren of all 
equity and justice. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Nov. 7.—The State Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Knights of Labor 
have been conferring among themselves today. 
A meeting with President Seely and other 
prominent citizens takes place at the Cotton 
Exchange at 3 o’clock this afternoon. There 
are no indications as to how the conference 
will result, The situation in regard to the 
boycotting of Mallory is unchanged, 

WILLIAMSPORT, Pa., Nov. 7.—Thomas U. 
Thompson, whose flouring mill and box facto- 
ry were burned recently, bas made an assign- 
ment. His liabilities are over $50,000; assets 
under $20,000. The creditors are principally 
lumbermen of this city. 

PirrssurG, Pa., Nov. 7.—It was reported 
here tonight that several Monongahela Valley 
coal mines would resume Monday at the price 
demanded by the miners. The rumor was not 
subsiantiated, but President Costello of the 
Miners’. Association stated that he bad infor- 
mation that at least two operators would give 
the advance. He was of the opinion that the 
rest would follow and that another week 
would see all the river mines in operation.

CURING A CONVICTION AND DRIVING THEM 


FROM THE FIELD. 

New Yory, Nov. 7.—[Special.]|—The convic- 
tion of Mamie Stewart for stealing a diamond 
from the bosom of Edward W. Taylor, a Chi- 
cago merchant visiting this city, has led to the 
revelation ot a peculiarly clever and success- 
ful confidence game. Mamie has gone to pris- 
on for three years. She swore in court that she 
was au actress. The basis of truth in that as- 
sertion lies in the fact that sbe had once, for a 
short time, sung iu a burlesque chorus. She 
was a bright, pretty young woman, with an 
English accent to her speech and coyness in ber 
manners. She invented the ingenious swindle 
that has finally sent her to confinement. About 
six months ago she began to be seen in the 
neighborhood of the theatres in Upper Broad 
way. Her garb was very carefully adapted to 
look careless, after the manner common to 
many actresses. Her yellow bair was in a 
somewhat disheveled bunch at the back of 
ber bead, a veil covered her forehead, 
and her really fine garments had the 
appearance of having been thrown on 
her. shapely figure. She was intended to 
seem like an actress on her hasty way from a 
theatrical performance or rehearsal; and to 
induce that belief she had a way of slipping 
into the vestibule of a theatre, only to emerge

as fully as any ot the directors of that worthy 
institution.“ 

The value of Dearborn Park for the uses of 
the Public Library is also fully realized by the 
people of Chicago, and they do not propose to 
let one foot of it be given up to any other pur- 
pose. At present the Library Board has not 
money enough to build, but it will have in the 
course of time, and it will then have gotten 
the consent of Congress, which is necessary 
before the land ean be used for anything but a 
park. In the meantime the ground can stay 
Just as it is, as nothing will de lost thereby. 
But it might as well be definitly understood 
that no plan of taking an inch of that park for 
a music-hall, opera-bouse, or piace to hold 
mass-meetings in, will ever work.

They are employed by white families in 
the capacity of cooks. Members of the com- 
mittee have repeatedly called on those wuo 
give employment to these Chinamen and noit- 
ned them that they must dismiss them or take 
the consequences. Eye-witnesses of the expul- 
sion of Chinese from Tacoma say they were 
treated with extreme cruelty and violence. 
Instead of bemg quietly notified to vacute they 
were puiled, pu and kicked from the 
houses. Many were forcibiy thrown out into 
the streets, pushed, cuffed, and prodded with 
ens.

JUDGE MAGRUDER 


WILL TAKE HIS SEAT ON THE SUPREME 
BENCH AT AN EARLY DATE. 

Touching the exact process by which Mr. B. 
D. Magruder, Judge-elect of the Supreme 
Court, becomes transmitted from a plain citi- 
zen and Master in Chancery to the higher state 
of Judgeship much conjecture might be in- 
dulged. Mr..magruder is presumably elected 
over all competition; is be therefore a Judge 
forthwith and invested with all the powers, dig- 
nities, and emoluments to that high office ap- 
pertaining? At exactly what point of time 
does it come within his grasp to issue a writ 
of supersedeas, tor example? The Supreme 
Court is now in session at Mount Vernon; in 
January it sits at Springfield; does the new 
Judge take his seat immediately and enter with 
his colleagues upon the performance of his 
duties? 

The Judge-elect was not himself certain 
upon these points when questioned yesterday, 
at least until ne had bad recourse to the Re- 
vised Statutes. Therein, in Sec, 78 of Chap. 46, 
be read that the vote for Supreme Judge must 
be canvassed by the Secretary of State, Audi- 
tor, Treasurer, and Attorney General, or any 
two of them, in the presence of the Governor, 
within twenty days after election, or sooner 
if all the returns are in; and that to the person 
duly elected the Governor shall thereupon is- 
sue a commission. Upon receipt of this com- 
mission (which, it would appear, ought to 
reach Mr. Magruder some time this month) the 
Judge-elect, as provided in Chap. 37, Sec. 8, 
shall take and subscribe an oath or affirmation 
to support. the Constitutions of the United 
States and the State of Illinois and faithfully 
to discharge the duties of the office to which 
he is elected, which oath may be administered 
by any person autborized to administer, down 
to and including Notaries Public, who, in this 
State, are as thick as grasshoppers. 

IT suppose, thea,” sa.d Mr. Magruder, in 
reading the above-named sections, that I 
shall begin work very soon—perbaps by Dec. 
1 Inave had letters from the Judges u:ging 
me to come to their assistance forthwith, as 
they are overpressed with business.

It will be readily understood that when chalk 
lines are drawn upon the cloth, fourten 
inches from the cushion, extending from end 
to end and from side to side of the table, 
forming eight distinct spaces, as seen in the 
accompanying cut, the game, under the rules 
governing it, becomes a difficult one, even to 
experts. By these ru.es, when the three balis 
are in space but one point can be counted un- 
less the second shot shall drive at least one of 
the object balis across the line. If the object 
ball so driven should return from the cushion 
into the space again, another point may be 
scored with all the balls remaining in space, 
but the second shot must again drive an object 
bali across the line. Should the two object 
bails roll together, however, one upon each 
side of the other, as seen in the accompanying 
cut, they may be carried as far in this position 
as the striker is capable of taking them. 
In the open space between all 
the Ines. or with the balls in 
the centre of the table, he may make as many 
points as he can, ſt not being necessary to send 
the balls across the line in such play.

| The Origin of the Idea and How It Has 


Been Carried Out in France 
and America. . 


Buffalos and Chicago's Oreches—The Bath- 
Room and Nurzery— The pound 
A Praiseworthy Charity. 


The créche or day nursery is an institution 
for the care of chiidren whose mothers are 
obliged to go out to work, and who must con- 
sequentiy leave them alone at home or with 
neighbors, who are themselves overburdened 
wth care. The history of the crécbe dates 
back to the year 1820, when the Marchioness de 
Pastoret was one day climbing the narrow stair 
way of a many-storied house in the City of 
Paris to administer ald toa poor woman. At 
one of the landings she was startled’ by dis- 
tressing cries from an adjoining room. The 
cries were those of a child who seemed to have 
no one near to pacify it. She knocked 
at the door, but the only answer was 
the smothered sobs of a child in pain. Disap- 
pointea, she ascended to her poor invalid and 
oxpla ned the circumstance to her. You 
need not be surprised, answered the woman; 
“the child bas probably hurt itself, and the 
mother is away at work. It is what may bap- 
pen to any one of us. What can we do? We 
— work. and we cannot bring our work 

Mme. de Pastoret finally secured heip and 
descended to the room, anlocked the door, and 
there found two chiidren of 2 ana 4 years of 
age. The younger bad been climbing onto a 
high bureau and had fallen and broken its arm. 
Had it not been tor Mme. de Pastoret it might 
have suffered all day. Moved by this incident, 
and thinking of the even more serious acci- 
dents which m:ght befall lonely and helpiess 
children, she conceived the idea of establish- 
ing a nursery where working-out mothers 
could leave their babies during the day. i 


THE GOOD WORK SPREADS. 

The beneficence of the plan at once became 
80 evident that in a few yeurs the littie mus- 
tard seed planted by the generous-minded 
Marcbioness grew into a many-branching tree. 
There are now in Paris, under the care of in- 
dividuals or societies, or supported by the 
Government, many hundreds of these day 
nurseries. Perhaps the modei créche of this 
country is the one in Buftalo,. called the Fitch 
Créche, after Mr. Benjamin Fitch of New York, 
who gave the house and grounds, Its success, 
consequently, is largely due to bis benevolence. 
The Fitch Créche was modeled atier the most ap- 
proved European plan. It has been in operation 
five ears. The institution consists of anurs- 
ery. well equipped bath-room, a flourisbing kin- 
dergarten, a dormitory, and an infirmary. The 
mother, upon bringing ber baby to the créche 
in the morning is received in the recention- 
room, ber name, address, and occupation re- 
corded, and if the attending physician pro- 
nounces the child free from contagious disease 
it is taken to the bath-room and

Here in Chicago the first dav nursery was 
established at the Bethesda Mission at the cor- 
ner of Clark and Harrison streets. Inspired 
by its success and urged by the solicitations of 
the late Miss Etter, the district nurse formerly 
attached to the South Side Dispensary, who in 
her daily visits among the poor bad been im- 
pressed with the great need of another créche 
further south, a committee of ladies under the 
auspices of the United Charity Organization 
has already in successful operation a créche 
modeled on the Buffaio plan, and situated at 
No. 238 CT wenty-fiftn street. Here the children 
of outworking mothers between the ages of 
6 weeks and 6 yeurs are received and cared for 
during the day at the nomtual price of 10 cents 
a day for one child and five cents for each ad- 
ditional child belonging to the same family. 

In the annual report of the day nursery in 
connection with the North End Indus 
trial Home of Boston, founded by 
Mrs. Quincy Shaw, is stated that 
in table emanners and benavior the 
children in that institution excel the maj 
ot children of their age in Boston. The Fite 
Créche in Buffalo last year cared for 6,500 chi- 
dren at a cost of $2,200. The créche at Twen- 
ty-fifth street is not self-supporting for the 
maintenance of matron, nurses, cook, and 
laundress, and for the pay ment of other neces- 


gary expenses, and voluntary contributions 


are solicited, which may de in tne form of 
money, furniture, clothing, food, toys, and 
such appliances as pertain to a kindergarten 
and nursery.

IRISH AFFAIRS. 
KICKS AGAINST PARNELL S RULE EVEN AMONG 
THE NATIONALISTS. 

Dusuix, Nov. 7.—| Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune.}—The dissatisfaction even 
among Nationalists at Mr. Parnell’s dictation 
as to candidature and its illogical acts under 
the opposition to coercion and the doctrine of 
bome rule is fast taking form. Yesterday this 
was especially proved by letters in Irish jour- 
nals from John J. Louden of Mayo and Philip 
Callan, M. P., of Dundalk. The former is a 
defeated candidate and the latter was opposed 
by Mr. Parneli. In a published letter on the 


convenaon be says: 

“It is absolutely false that Mr. Casy was 
unanimously elected at the convention. The 
mention of his name caused the wildest confu- 
sion and shouts of No dictation!’ ‘ Nostranger 
for Mayo!’

Mr. Callan tous retorts to Parnell: I bave 
seen with surprise and deep regret a letter of 
Mr. Parnell. On what grounds I should receive 
such ungenerous treatment after five yeare of 
faithful service in the ranks of the Irish party 
I know not. In fairness the opinion of the 
convention upon my candidature might have 
been awsited before such sentence was pro- 
nounced upon me.

BURMAH. 
ALL I8 NOW READY FOR FIRING THE TRAIN— 
NO ROPE FOR THEEBAW. 

Lorpoxn, Nov. %.—[{Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cuble to The Tribune.}—As regards Burma, all 
is ready for firing the train. The troops are now 
all concentrated at Rangoon. It is safe to say 
that King Theebaw's plea for a postponcment 
of hostilities on account of an interesting do- 
mestic matter in his family will not weigh 
much. Almost all parties in England are thus 
reconciled to annexation, believing we shall 
secure great wealth, which will flow to English 
instead of French hands. Wilfred Blunt asks 
this morning, in view of our Egyptian ex- 
periences, who will be responsible in case the 
whole affair ultimately proves a wretched mis- 
take. 

WHAT REALLY UNDERLIES ANNEXATION. 

It may be a hint for American merchants 
that Manchester is watching Chinese affairs 
with deep and hopeful interest. The death of 
As Thung, a great Conservative leader, leaves 
Li Hung Chang practically master, and he is 
full of schemes for opening tho whole Empire 
to trade. Manchester experts, who belicve 
that this is only the question of a few years, 
are preparing to tuke full advantage 
of it. Tois plan really underlies 
the agitation for Burmese annexation. 
I am told that there is an understanding with 
China that she will be given a biock of Bur- 
mese territory, including Bahmo, sbe in turn 
making this a treaty port and joining England 
against French projects. I am told also that 
Lord Salisbury will get the political assistance 
of Manchester and other trade centres on the 
strength of thie secret p:oject. The Germans 
have an inkling of these designs, but only 
vaguely, and they give Americans credit for 
not only beme ready to attack the Chinese 
markets, but intending to annex Hawali as a 
step toward domination in the Pacific. 

THE ULTIMATUM. 

The Burmese Envoy to Paris has informed 
Premier Salisbury that King Theebaw consents 
to permit a British representative to reside at 
Mandala; with a small guard, but objects to 
his presence there witb an escort of a thousand 
British troops. Lord Salisbury refuses to 
negotiate with the Envoy because the latter 
has no credentialsto England. The ultimatum 
addressed to Theebaw cofttained several 
clauses, but only two are of importance— 
namely: that the King shall receive a British 
Kesident with a military guard, thus reducing 
himself to the position of the Nizam: and that 
such Resident shali appear at court in boots, 
which means in Burmab that he claims to be 
the equal of the King. Pendergast’s British 
expedition to Mandalay will reach that city in 
a fortnight, and orders bave been issued to 
allow Theebaw to make no delay in reply 
to the British ultimatum. 

THE PEACE SOCIETY'S MANIFESTO. 

The expected manifesto of the Peace So- 
ciety against a war with Burmah has been is- 
sued. It denounces the proposed invasion of 
Burmah which, it says, can solely serve selfish 
commercial interests. The address also raises 
the point that the making of war without the 
express sanction of Parliament is a distinct 
violation of the British Constitution. The 
bulk of the country is profoundly indifferent 
to the whole subject, but there is a powerful 
minority which is eager and clamorous for war.

GRAB FOR THE CAROLINE ISLANDS, 
WHICH GUT THERE FIRST, BISMARCK OR AT- 
FONSO?—-THE POPE MUST DECIDE. 

Berwin, Oct. 22.—According to advices that 
reached Hamburg yesterday simultaneously 
with the publication of Prince Bismarck’s seo 
ond note to the Cabinet of Madrid, there can 
pe little doubt that the Pope will have to pro- 
nounee in favor of Germany on the only point 
which the Chancellor declared to be open to 
quesuon—namely: whether the German or the 
Spanish flag was first hoisted on the Island of 
Yap in August last. | 

According to letters from the Carolines just 
received it appeurs that we night of the 2ist- 
224 of August the Spanish transports San 
Quintin and Corriedo arrived off Yap, and the 
rumor soon got abroad that the vessels had come 
to annex the island. On board of one was a 
young Lieutenant, Don Enrique Capriles y 
Ossunea, who was reported to have brought 
with bim his appointment as Governor of the 
Carolines. Nothing of importance, bowever, 
was done by those on board till the 25th, when 
several missionaries and also some horses and 
goats were landed, without any avowed object. 

At 5 o'clock the same day the German gun- 
boat Iltis was seen steaming towards the island, 
and on catching sight of the Spaniards it made 
haste to reach the harbor. This it did at half- 
past 6, and the commander at once landed a 
detachment which at 7 o'clock ceremoniously 
ran up the German flag on the factory of | 
Messers. Robertson & Hernsheim, and declared 
all the lands between the equator and 11° north | 
latitude, and between 133° and 164° east longi- | 
tade, to have been placed under the Imperial 
protection—a fact which was immediately no- 
tified to the commander of the two Spanish 
vessels. Among the islands thus annexed are 
the Palao group in the west and Strong’s Island 
in the east. 

The Dons deciared that it had also been their 
intention to annex the islands, but only the 
27th of August, after constructmg an altar 
which should add the necessary solemnity to 
the act; but up to the evening of the 26:h no 
vestige of a Spanish flag cuuld be proved to 
bave fluttered on the island. It is true that 
the 26tn, after they had been forestalled by the 
altar-disregarding German, they went ashore 
and fixed their pennon on a flagstaff on the 
spot which they had selected (in their mind's 
eye) fora Government house; but ona pro- 
test from the Germans the usurping colors 
were hauled down, the goats, the horses, and 
the missionaries were again lugged aboard, and 
the 28th of August away steamed the San 
Quintin to Manila, to telegraph its report to 
Madrid and ask for instructions. Two days 
afterwards—i. e., the 80th—the IItis, having 
meanwhile recoaled, darted off to the same 
destination with similar intent. 


Thus the point at issue between Germany 


and Spain is perfectly clear. That in point of 
fact the Germans were the first to hoist their 
flag on Yap there can be no doubt, but it would 
appear to be equaily plain that the Spaniards 
had steamed thither with the same purpose. It 
can scarcely be doubted that this purpose had 
been ripened by tue ir knowledge of the German 
intention toannex the Carolines. In the notes 
transmitted to the Times last night Prince Bis- 
marok was courteous enough to waive an in- 
guiry into this particular point, but the Pope, 
who is, or ought to be, a nice casuist and a 
subtie balancer of human motives, cannot fail 
to give due weight to this aspect of the ques- 
tion. The case, therefore, for the consideration 
of his Hoiiness is this: The Germans seem to 
bave been the first to resolve on annexing the 
Carvlines, and the Spaniards, getting wind of 
their purpose, craftily determined to antici- 
pate them. The Spaniards were the first to 
reach the coveted ground, but while they lin- 
gered and loitered over the construction of a 
ceremonious altar the Germans burried up 
with flags and saluting powder, all ready for 
instantaneous action, and ran up the imperial 
tricolour in face of their no less exasperated 
than bewildered competitors. 

The scramble tor the Cameroons was nothing 
to this fine example of latter-day land-grabbing. 
But the parole is now to the Pope of Rome, and 
the Germans hope, though not without some 
natural apprehension as to the result, that bis 
Holiness will not allow the incident of the 
Spanish altar to bave too much weight with his 
adjudication on the case. 


CABLE NOTES.

The news that the Arabs are advancing on 
Wady-Halfa creates no special interest in Lon- 
don. Everybody is wearied to death about 
Egypt, although there is no dissent to the pol- 
icy of defending the Soudan frontier from any 
one save from Mr. Bright. 

The Russian harvest is above the average 
for winter wheat, but below for spring wheat. 
The deficiency in spring wheat is due to drouth. 
Rye is slightiy above the average. The oat 
cropis bad. Other cereals are below the av- 
erage. Hay and fruit are inferior. The total 
wheat production is 36,000,000 quarters, which 
is 20 per cent under the average. 

The opposition raised by Belgium to the 
Monetary Union is due to the inspiration of 
Germany, and is regarded as a heavy blow 
against the German bimetallists. The parti- 
sans of the gold standard in Germany bave, it 
is said, obtained such influence with Bismarck 
as to render futile the mission of Mr. Manton 
Marbie to Berlin. 


AN ALLEGED SINFUL MINISTER, 


ENGAGING IN BUSINESS, HE BECOMES TOO 
WORLDLY IN HIS BUSINESS TRANSAC- 
TIONS. 

Penn Yan, N. V., Nov. 7.--[Special. —An al- 
leged sinful minister in the person of the Rev. 
R. D. Phillips bas been found at Branchport, 
near bere. He is a Methodist preacher ot long 
experience and effective work. The parish at 
Granchport ie not large enough to support in 
luxury an ambitious pastor, and to increase 
bis income Mr. Phillips engaged in milling and 
also ran a general store. He is connected by 
marriage with a wealthy and honored fam- 
ily, dut appears to have some of the 
qualities of a scapegrace. He was ar- 
rested today on the charge of forgery, 
the amounts footing up about $8,000. Though 
quite successful for a time in business, the dull 
times of the last year or two caused reverses 
which be appears to have been unable to suc- 
cessfully battle witn. Rumors of an unpleas- 
ant nature were circulated concerning bim 
about a year ago, which finally became open 
charges of forgery, The amount then forged 
proved to be $2,000, consisting of two notes in 
the name of his father-in-law and paya- 
ble at the bank of M. IL. Baldwin, in Penn 
Yan. The charges were brought before the 
Methodist Conference at Syracuse, Oct. 16, and 
after a prolonged investiga Phillips was 
suspended from the ministry one year. The 
orwed paper was taken up by his father-in-law, 
in Order to lessen the disgrace, and Phillips 
continued in business, expecting to resume 
preaching as soon as his year expired. It 
turned out, however. that this was only tne be- 
xinnmg of his bold methoda.

It is possible 
that he may be only a show horse, or a horse 
for a show, as some of the disappointed ones 
said; but Nature has endowed him with an 
amount of beauty and style seldom to 
be met with in the brute creation. And beauty 
as well as blood will tell with a horse as with a 
woman, and is one of the most important 
factors in the battle for success. 

From a social point of view, the Madison 
Square reception was as eminently satisfac- 
tory, as dense crowds of people always are to 
the gay world. The glare, the confusion, the 
noise, the excitement were intense. Every 
nerve was strained, every limb and. muscle in 
incessant motion. As a consequence, prob- 
ably a large portion of the female 
spectators are today in bed with twists 
in the ‘neck, pains in the bead, and general 
weariness and exhaustion.

He may still continue 
to build for Hamlet a majestical roof fretted 
with golden fire or rival the amps of Aladdin 
and the imagination of Meluotte in magically 
raising moonlit palaces by sleeping lakes, but 
his magnificent energy will no longer perform 
to the satisfaction of the multitude the office 
of the pen. The vogue of mechanical melo- 
drama is over; stereotyped heroism has lost its 
charm; impossible villany must seek shelter in 
its everlasting refuge of yellow-covered novels; 
and satirists like Mr. Gilbert will be obliged to 
refrain for the future from cynically reflecting 
that virtue is rewarded only in theatrical per- 
formances.”’ 

Mr. Julius Magnus bas a letter in the Century 
for the present month in which this change in 
public taste is very clearly defined. He points 
out that the drama of mere incident is mori- 
bund; that audiences are now soe weil versed 
in stage methods that they can foresee 
the solution almost before the dramatist 
has stated his problem; and that every 
possible situation and combination of situations 
have been so thoroughly exploited that no 
melodrama can be constructed which does not 

another more or less ancient. In ht-. 
eratifre,”’ he remarks, tue novel of mere in- 
cident is rapidly disappeiring. Incidents are 
limited in kind and number, but every buman 
individuality is distinct, and if weill depicted 
always interesting. We want plays that shail 
exhibit living, breathing men and women, not 
the mere puppets of the dramatist, who act 
only as their creator wants them to act in order 
to bring about bis situations.“ 

Meiodrama itself is not destined to go out of 
fashion; for its real meaning is the serious 
drama of daily life interpreted with the aid of 
music. It will take, bowever, a purer and 
more artistic form, and the dictionaries of tne 
future will cease to treat the word as a syno- 
pym of coarseness and exaggeration. 
realistic movement so marked in fiction—it 
first began in vainting, where it en- 
joyed the powerful advocacy of John 
Ruskin—bas already made itself felt 
in the theatrical world where ideas make prog- 
ress so slowly and where stagnation is wor- 
shiped under the name ot tradition. People de- 
mand plays which shall reflect lite as they them- 
selves see it every day—life in its concentrated 
essence, in its significance, and in its truth. 
The prevailing passion for uproarious farce is 
simply the revulsion of. a taste sated and sick 
of the empty and perfunctory plays foisted on 


periodical having a recognized standard of ex- 
cellence? Playwrights of the hammer and saw 
and the paint-pot, by what stretch of courtesy 
may any of them be called dramatists? Their 
day is bappily over, and they witness now tne 
audiences whom their dreary productions have 
rendered desperate seeking intellectual suicide 
in rampant nonsense. 

To quote again from Mr. Magnus’ article: 
No other people is so fond of the study of 
character as the American. This is most 
strongly proved by the success here of star- 
plays which are tolerated solely because each 
possesses one or two parts which the public 
recognizes to be true. Iu this desire to see, 
not events, but character influencing actions, 
the dramatist and the manager have a sure 
foundation to build on. Let the one write and 
the other produce a play with a fair story in 
which all the characters shall be recognizable 
as true and natural types, and one thea- 
tre at least will. not have to complain 
of poor patronage.” It may be added 
that when American dramatists do sup- 
plant the mechanics of the contemporary stage 
they will write after having looked into their 
own hearts and the hearts of their fellows, and 
will seek inspiration neither in English penny 
dreadfuls nor in French lubricity. The char- 
acters developed amid the conditions of the so- 
cial and commercial lile of this country have 
as yet given notypes of native dramatic litera- 
ture. The poor of our cities are, nevertheless, 
as picturesquely pitiable as those of Europe: 
the ficht for life is as feverish and intensely 
thrilling as it is in the sleepy Capitals of the 
older world; men have here the same hopes, the 
same fears, and the same heroiems as elsewhere; 
and what is more, they have a distinctive col- 
oring of time, place, and circumstance, which 
is nauonally characteristic, and which is avail- 
able for the purposes of art if seized by an 
alert imagination. The constituency of the 
theatre, as Mr. Magnus points out, is made up 
of the masses and not of the cultivated few, 
and is therefore not quick to seize new ideas: 
but, even here, there is atime when the oid 
order changeth, yielding place to the new.“ 
and that the old order of melodrama is chang- 
ing there is reason to be devoutly thankful. 
That it will yield place toa better one is a hope 
which every weil-wisher of the theatre will be 
alow to relinquish. .

HISTORY OF THB BOY. 

The mother of The Great American Trav- 
Sler, as the boy 1s called by hie friends, was 
seen by a TRIBUNE reporter last evening in a 
neati'y furnished house at No. 1178% Lexing- 
ton avenue. Mrs. Foster is a rather small and 
fraii person, with a pretty and youthful face. 
She evidently takes some pride ip her boy, but 
she freely confessed that be caused her a great 
deal of trouble and uneasiness. “He things 
be is one of the smartest men in this country,” 
she said, but 1 don't consider it smart at ail.

“I can’t tell you very much about his 

travels,” she said, ** because I do not know it 
all. I never would let him tell me. He was 
always anxious that Ishould hear. Inever pre- 
tended to pay any attention, but when I re- 
fused to listen he would manage to convey the 
information by relating his experiences to his 
little sister where I could bear him. I know 
from these conversations that he bas been to 
New York three times, to Washington City, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, and St. Louis within 
the last year. He bas also been to many other 
smaller piaces, the names of which I can't re- 
member. His first trip wastaken about a year 
ago, when he went to Chillicothe, Mo., to visit 
his grandfather. At that time he was oniy 10 
years old. We sent him money to come home. 
His grandfather let him stay as long 
as he wanted to, then bought him a 
ticket and started him home. He rode on the 
ticket as far as Quincy, where be tore it up 
and started for New York. We had no idea 
what bad become of him until he suddenly came 
home and told us where he had gone. We sup- 
posed he had enough to travel, and started him 
to school again. In the course of a few weeks 
we missed him. This was in February. In 
May he returned. He bad been to New York 
all the while. Since then we have done every- 
thing to make his home pleasant, and have left 
nothing undone to discourage his wanderings, 
but it seems to have no effect. He is other- 
wise not a bad boy, and he learns Very fast at 
school whenever we can get him to attend, 
but we never know whether he is attending 
or not, nor whether be will come home 
when be goes out. ‘Good-by, mamma; I'm 
going to the grocery,’ be said to me last sum- 
mer as he went out. I suspected nothing, and 
yeti did not lay eyes on him gain for a 
month. Asarule he is well able to take care 
of himself, but I must confess I am a little 
worried this time, because I do not know 
whether or not be is well. Did you bear bow 
he got away the last time? He had been lying 
in bed for four weeks, and we thought he was 
suffering from hip-joint disease. He had been 
injured in a fall and one limb seemed to be 
shrinking away. The injury was received in 
trying to jump over the bydrant about seven 
weeks ago. You know he bas been gone 
about three weeks and he had been in bed 
four weeks. Dr. W. E. Clarke was attending 
him, and we had him cali another physician in 
consultation. Both thought he had hip-joint 
disease and that he would be confined to his 
bea for about six months. Imagine the 
doctor’s surprise when he came to attend his 
patient and found him gone. McDougail (that 
is the boy’s name) was lying upon his back, bis 
injured leg being euspended by cords and 
weights fastened to the ceiling in the form ofa 
pulley. He could scarcely move and we sup- 
posed him to be utterly helpless. I went out 
to the store, returning in about twenty min- 
utes, and he was up and gone. I never was 
more surprised and worried in my life. We 
sent messages to every police station in town 
right away. How he managed to cut the cords 
and get bis clothes on in such a stort time I 
have no idea.

“He was. 

“What caused you to go out and leave 
him?”

A RAILROAD IN THK AIR. 


A BUFFALO MAN DEVISES A CROSS-COUNTRY 
AERIAL BALLOON CABLE.

New York World.|—Mr. Andrew J. Morrison 
has just made known his eme for aerial 
navigation to his friends bete. The seal of 
secrecy which has hitherto enveloped his op- 
erations bas been removed, and be rejoices in 
the possession of a patent which was granted 
last week. 

Morrison was not content to enjoy renown 
simply as the inventor of a car-coupier or 
necktie-fastener, but sought the broadest field 
in which man can labor—the illimitable ex- 
panse of air. 

The new system of rapid transit consists of 
a continuous seres of balloons, anchored to 
the ground, adjustabiy as to hight, with a wire 
cable stretched from one to the other. Along 
this cable-cars are made to travel by the al- 
ways reliable motor—gravitation. The cour- 
ageous passenger enters the car from a con- 
venient housetop or elevated station, uf ter 
which the anchor rope is paid out, and the bal- 
loon allowed to rise high enough to make the 
cable between it and the next balloon an in- 
clined plane, down which the car coasts at 
great speed. At the next bailoon station the 
operation is repeated, so that the line becomes 
a succession of inclined planes. 

The inventor evidently does not regard his 
idea as a mere plaything, but believes in its 
commercial success for the purpose of both 
passenger and freight traffic. Therefore he 
does not tell you to imagine a life-car travers- 
ing the rescuing line at one of our life-saving 
stations, but rather to contemplate an under- 
sized passenger-car, wheels and all, lifted bodily 
into the air to a hight sufficient to enable it 
to run by gravity to the next balloon. The 
car bangs below the cable, the wheels being 
above the root of the car. The cable is con- 
tinuous. It must be of great strength to pre- 
vent it from being ruptured by its own weight 
and strain, let alone that of the cars. To lift 
any one point of this cabie to a greater bightin 
order to get the necessary inclination between 
it and the balloon at either side must, indeed, 
be a task for a balloon to accomplish, but then 
our province is notto judge butto record. 
Guy-ropes are provided at each balloon to in- 
duce steadiness, it is said. 

Granting the feasibility of Mr. Morrison’s 
aerial railroad scheme, however, he is, like all 
great inventors, slightly in advance of his time. 
The idea of being hoisted up in the air, and 
sent coasting down a rope, will hardly kindle 
the desires of the more timid and conservative 
of the traveling public. The fact that a stiff 
gale might move the railway bodily into an ad- 
joining State might be rather an advantage 
than otherwise, as the traveler would thus be 
provided with a pieasing variety of scenery 
along the route, according to the direction and 
velocity of the wind.

DAVITT’S ADVICE TO THE IRISH. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 7.—! Editor of The Tribune. 
Michael Daviit is in the main right as to the 
position which the Irish voters in England 
should take. They should under no considera- 
tion help the Tories who have been their dead- 
ly enemies since a couple of hundred years ago 
they ceased to be their treacherous allies. The 
Irish Catholics fought for James at the Boyne. 
They followed the exiled English Tories in the 
battlefields of Europe. When the Tories at- 
tained power in England under the Bruns- 
wickers they persecuted the Irish with fiendish 
vindictiveness. Their motto was that adopted 
by the Romans towards the Carthagenians: 
Put no trust in them.“ 

That ought to be the motto of the Irish in 
England towards the British and Irish Tories. 
The latter bave been the persecutors of the 
industrial lrish without regard to creed. They 
robbed the farmer, the mechanic, and the hum- 
ble dealer to support an alien church. They 
destroyed the manufactures which the thrifty 
Scotch-Irish settlers estabhshed along the East- 
ern Irish coagt and in Ulster at the behest of 
English Tory manufacturers, They voted min- 
tary contingents to wring from the Irish farm- 
ers exorbitant rents to be spent by them- 
selves and their brethren in the bell 
holes of London and the gambling towns of the 
European Continent. There is nothing in com- 
mon between the National and Liberal Irish 
and the Tories. They are as far apart in in- 
terest and opinions as the bulldozers of 
South are from the freedmen. Mr. Parnell 
won atemporary victory over political oppo- 
nents like Lord Spencerand Mr. Trevelyan, 
who carried their personal feeling into a politi- 
cal fight. But he enabled the Tories to obtain 
power in return for their abandonment of the 
Crimes act. He can cry quits, now, with his 
whilom allies, 
oBverything that Ireland hopes for in the 
future must come from the genuine Liberals 
of England. The Liberals disestablished the 
alien church; they bave disestablished land- 
lordism. If they are given an opportunity they 
wiil abolish land lordism and give selt-govern- 
ment to Ireland. As Mr. Davitt predicts, the 
anti-Irish section of the Liberal party—those 
represented by Goschen, Hartington, and Spen- 
cer—will soon join the English Tory party. 
The future Liberal party will speak through 
such men as Mr. Gladstone. John Morley, Mr. 
Onamberiain, Frederick Harrison, and Sir 
Cbharies Dilke—all sincere friends of Ireland. 

Mr. Parnell knows they are Ireland's friends. 
In a recent speech at Wicklow he cou 
eulogized Mr. Gladstone. He estimates Tory 
promises at their true value. The Tory lead- 
ers, to use a somewhat common expression, 
may think they are using bim. He is using 
them. It will not suit his purpose just now 
that the Liberals should secure too large a ma- 
jority in the Parliamentary elections, He is 
withholding his advice. When it is given it 
will be in the direction of Mr. Davitt to vote 
with their natura) allies, with the men who are 
seeking for land-law reform, self-government, 
and free scboois—jast what they are, or rather 
shouid be, seeking for. It would be as easy to 
mix oil and water as to unite Irish Hadicals 
and English Tories in a political party now.

THE KAW’S MOUTH CITY. 


A FOOLISH GRADING LAW STOPS STREET 
IMPROVEMENTS IN KANSAS CITY—GENBER- 
AL MATTERS. 

Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 7.—|Special. |—The 
work of grading the streets and alleys, which. 
is by far the most important branch of public 
improvement in Kansas City, owing to its ir- 
regular topography, has been entirely aban- 
doned, as a result of the foolish Grading law 
passed by the Legislature last summer. Nearly 
all grading contracts let during the last week 
bave been practically abandoned by contract- 
ors because of this law, which requires the pay- 
ment of claimed damages before the work 18 
begun. The owner of a foot of land on ang 
street which is about to be graded can enjoin 
the work until bis damages, genuine or not, 
are paid iu advance. The result of this absurd 
and impracticable provision is that contractors 
are afraid to begin work after they have se 
cured their contracts. Any dissatisfied prop- 
erty-owner on a street can serve an injunction 
and stop the work until the alleged damages 
are paid. 

Kansas City merchants are well pleased with 
the result of the car-load rate conference at 
Chicago. 

It is expected that a survey of the proposed 
Kansas City, Wyandotte, Nebraska & North- 
western Railway wi.l be completed by Dec. 15, 
and the work of securing the right of way will 
then begin. A large number of delegates from 
the various towns along the route were in the 
city yesterday and day before helping to boom 
the scheme.

The case 
bas attracted particular attention not only de- 
cause of the nature of the alleged crime, but 
in consequence of the prominence of the a- 
cused, and the fact that their brother, David 
A. Melendy, has appeared as the principal wit- 
ness against the sisters. The crime of which 
the sisters were accused is that of having, the 
night of Nov. 23, 1878, set fire to a large build- 
ing at Ludington, Mich., owned by the Daniber 
& Melendy Company and well insured. The al- 
leged object in firing the property was that the 
insurance money could be secured and used to 
pay off a mortgage held against the Melendys 
on vessel property. 

Mias Mary occupied appartments on the seo- 
ond floor of the building, and was being visited 
by her sister Sarah, whose bome was at 
Homer, at the time of the fire. The building 
was totally destroyed and but little personal 
property was saved. The two sisters were the 
first to give the alarm, and they aroused a 
couple of gentlemen who slept in another part 
ofthe building. After considerable trouble 
the various insurance companies whicuh had 
issued policies on the burned property ad- 
justed their loss. The total amount of the 
money paid on the several policies was in the 
neighborhood of $21,000. Mary, on her sepa- 
rate property, consisting of household fur- 
niture and wearing apparel, carried an insur- 
ance of $3,000. She received $1,850. 
David, who had furnished a room for bis 
own usein the burned building, carried an 
insurance of $1,000. His loss was also 
adjusted. Macters went along quietly until 
1888, when David commenced to tell some ugly 
stories about bis sisters, who had meanwhile 
come to Milwaukee to live, and to accuse them 
of burning the property at Ludington in order 
to receive the insurance money. About two 
years ago the Traders’ Insurance Company 
commenced the present suit, the object being 
to rescue $1,450 of the insurance money that 
bad been paid. The suit was undoubtedly in- 
spired by David, and would never have been 
brought but for him. It appears that he bad 
the temerity to marry against the wishes of his 
sisters; war broke out between him and Miss 
Melendy. Mary revoked David's power of attor- 
ney to act for her; he, in consequence, raved 
and threatened; his wife threw coal on the 
fire: and a family feud of the bitterest kind 
broke out and resulted in the summoning of 
the two sisters beiore the bar of justice to an- 
swer to a charge of having willfully and wick- 
ediy burned many thousand dollars’ worth of 
property. 


DAVID MELENDY. 

David A. Melendy, principal witness for the 
insurance company, is well-known about the 
city. He is a short, thick-set, cross-eyed man, 
with a flerce black mustache and small black 
eyes that have had the snap taken out of them 
by disease. He 1s probably 46 years oid end 
weighs say about 140 pounds. His head is very 
bald on top and the hair around the edges is 
biack and thick. There is nothing attractive 
about the man, but he dresses neatly and with 
little show. At one t me he was part owner of 
what is now the Davis Omnibus Line bere, and 
bis taste for speculatuon nas made for bim a 
modest reputation as a stock dabbler. In giv- 
ing his test monv against his sisters he in sev- 
eral statements implicated himself as equally 
guilty with them, but he seemed to care not 
for what might be the result. 


MRS. SARAH E. WESCOTT. 

His eldest sister, Mrs. Sarah E. Wescott, is 
quite low in stature and inclined to be fleshy. 
To judge ber age is difficult, but it is safe to 
say that the record ot ber b rth rightly belongs 
to a period back as far as the 408 at least. She 
wears black. and her hat is generally pulled 
down over ber forehead. Sue does not live 
with her husband, and Lawyer Murphey stated 
one day during the trial that the latter had se- 
cured a divorce from her and was living with 
another woman in Dakota.

AGAINST KING ALCOHOL, 


A TEMPERANCE SABBATH WILL BE INAU- 
GURATED TODAY IN MANY EASTERN 
STATES, AND SERMONS ON THIS SUBJECT 
DELIVERED IN 1,000 CHURCHES. 

New YORK, Nov. 7.— [Special. —Sermons on 
temperance will be preached tomorrow from 
the pulpits of 1,000 Episcopal churches, com- 
prising twelve dioceses—in this State, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, Massachusetts, and Con- 
necticut. Nearly all of the congregations of 
that dencmination in this city will be addressed 
on the subject. Temperance Sunday is an ex- 
periment in the church, but those highest in 
church authority believe that it will meet with 
geherai approval as soon as its purpose is thor- 
oughly understood, and that it will be the 
means of much good. In a circular letter 
to the clergy of this diocese, requesting 
such a service tomorrow, Assistant-Bishop 
Potter says: If it were cholera or yellow- 
fever that threatened us today the whole land 
would be on fire with efforts to arrest it; and 
yet this dread disease (drunkenness) slays its 
millions for hundreds that perish in other 
ways.“ The letter asks for united effort in 
confronting and checking the liquor evil. The 
designation of a Sunday for temperance ser- 
mons results directly from the work of the 
Church Temperance Society, which was organ- 
ized four years ago on the basis of a union on 
perfectiy equal terms of those who use liquors 
temperately and those who abstain entirely 
from their use as beverages. The attitude 
that the church is likely to take will be broad 
and tolerant. Temperance is to be urged as a 
Christian virtue, and not merely from a 
humanitarian, a social, or a moral standpoint. 

Acting within the province indicated by the 
object—‘*‘removal of causes —the Church 
Temperance Society in this State bas now pre- 


pared a bill that will be eubmitted to the Legis- 
lature the first day of the coming session. The 
bill provides for high license, requiring $1,000 
from each seller of distilied liquors and $1,000 
from each seller of fermented liquors. It pro- 
hibits the sale of liquor in tenement-bouses or 
on excursion boats, on Sunday, to and 
babitual drunkards. It disqualifies ex-con- 
viets from going into the liquor busines« and 
disqualifies premises for one year in which 
liquor may be soid without a license or in

VARIOUS NOTES, 

Negotiations have for some time past been 
in progress for the property on the southeast 
corner of State and Adams streets, having a 
frontage of seventy-five feet on the former and 
146 on the latter, and running to an alley eight- 
een feet wide, but they were declared off two 
or three days ago. The pvrincipal bullding is 
four stories bigh, with a stone front, about 74x 
85 feet, and there is a smaller building. The 
main structure is occupied by the W. W. 
Kimbali Company, piano dealers. The price 
bid was about $300,000, which was considered 
high enoug by experts, but the owners kept 
advancing it, and finally it was given up as not 
realiy in the market. The land is leased at a 
rate which seems ridiculously low in these 
times, though when the transaction was made 
it was thought a good bargain for the lessor. 
The lease was made in 1867, and the rental is 
$3; ar. The lease expires in 1887, when 
there be a revaluation. 

The eight-story Pontiac Block, to be erected 
on the northwest corner of Dearborn and Har- 
rison streets by S. L. Brooks, and the six-story 
block to be built on the opposit corner by W. 
H. Thomas, will be at the south end of the 
conspicuous gap in that part of Dearborn 
street, but the vacant space to the north of it 
will soon be occupied by good buildings. There 
is very little property for sale in that locality, 
but most of the owners intend to build. The 
Brooks bui'ding will cost $90,000 and the 
Thomas building $30,000. The Robert Bines 
Building on the same street, a litcle south of 
Van Buren, will cost $40,000. 

Some of the property-holders are bitterly 
criticising the scheme for iaying the wires of 
the conduit company under the sidewaiks. 
They say that they themselves pay for the side- 
walks; that the space under them is very val- 
vabie for storage purposes, etc.; that the ad- 
mission of the employés of the company under 
the sidewalks will expose their property to 
theft and injury: and that the rates of insur- 
ance will be raised in consequence. But the 
space to be taken up by the wires will be very 
small. They will de placed in pipes three or 
four inches in diameter, and the manbcles will 
be, not through the sidewalks, but at street in- 
terseotions. After tbe pipes are put in place it 
will be seldom necessary to go near them.

CONGRESSMAN RANKIN, 


THE POPULAR WISCONSIN STATESMAN ON 
HIS DEATH-BED—A SKETCH Of HIS LIFE. 
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MILWAUKER, Wis., Nov. 7.—(Special.|—The 
latest news from Manitowoc is to the effect that 
Congressman Rankin's iliness is of an alarming 
nature, and that it is only a question ofa short 
time until he must succumb to the inevitable. 
Heart-disease has appeared in an aggravated 
form to complicate Mr. Rankin’s old malady, 
Bright’s disease. Dr. Kempster says that there 
is still a possibility that Mr. Rankin may live a 
few months longer. If able to stand the trip, 
he will go to Washington to be present at the 
opening of Congress. Mr. Rankin was made 
to realize the serious nature of his iliness, and 
last week formally made and sealed his last 
will, 

[Joe“ Rankin, as everybody calls the popular 
Congressman, is probably the best known Demo- 
cratic politician in Wisconsin. He is even better 
known than the fiery little Gen. Bragg. Mr. Rankin 
was born in Passaic, N. J., Sept. 25, 1833, and is 
consequently 52 years of age. He came to Wisconsin 
in 1854, settling first at Mishicott. He has long lived 
at Manitowoc, and his busy, bustling life has made 
that little place famous. He filled various local of- 
fices ut different times, and at the outbreak of the 
Rebellion entered the military service and served 
for three years. He was at one time Inspector-Gen- 
eral of the Department of the Mississippi. He did 
good service, ind many tales of his army life are 
told by his comrades. Mr. Rankin is a natural poli- 
tician, an ardent Democrat, and a born wire- 
He served in the Wisconsin Assembly in 
the years 1860, 1871, 1872, 1878, 1874, and 
was elected Chairman of the Democratic 
State Central Committee in 1877. He served 
in the State Senate in 1977, 1878, 1879, and 
1880, and again in 1881 and 1882. He was elected a 
member of the Forty-eighth Congress by a major- 
ity of over 6,000 over Levi Howland, his Republic- 
an opponent. 

In personal appearance Mr. Rahkin is a tall, 
good-looking man. He has light sandy hair, and 
whiskers of the same color, neatiy trimmed, and is 
very tidy and genteel in appearance. In the Legis- 
latare he was regarded as a remarkably fine par- 
liamentarian, and was frequently appealed to by 
the Chair and other members. In Congress he has 
made no particular dash, but he is lively and 
active, and has done a great deal of good, effective 
work. He quickly made the reputation of being 
one of the brainiest Western men in Washington. 
For some time Mr. Rankin has held @ confidential 
position with the St. Paul Railroad. He was in- 
trusted with missions of a very delicate nature. }

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Colorado-Utah Affairs Set Forth at 
Several Meetings—Light East- 


The dual classification problem was again 
tanen up yesterday by the General Freight 
Agents of the various Western Roads using 
the joint Western classification to try to bring 
the rates on car-loads and less than car-loads 
closer together, in accordance with the in- 
structions from their General Managers. The 
principal question at issue was to come to an 
agreement as to the difference between car- 
loads and lees than car-loads on the seventeen 
articles which Mr. C. M. Wicker, Commissioner 
of the Chicago Freight Bureau, claimed were 
unusually discriminative, It was virtually 
agreed the day previous that on all articles 
except sugar, sirup, molasses, rice, coffee, 
canned goods, and fish, dried or salted, which 
are termed the big commodities,’’ a differ- 
ence of 20 per cent or not less than a minimum 
of five cents per 100 pounds should be made in 
favor of carloads. This is but a slight re- 
duction of the difference in effect beretofore 
on those articles. On the seven big com- 


modities above named the average difference 


between car-ioads and less than car-loads has 
been about five ceuts per 100 pounds, and on 
these a smaller difference was insisted upon 
by General Freight Agent Cale of the St. Louis 
& San Francisco, who alone championed the 


cause of the St. Louis and Chicago merchants 
in the meeting. Mr. Cale demanded a differ- 
ence of two and one-half cents on these art 
cles, but after a long and animated discussion 
on a difference of three and one-half cents. 
The whole subject was then disposed of by tne 
adoption of the following resoluuon: 

Resoived, That the difference On sugar, sirup, 
molasses, canned goods, rice. coffee, and fish, dried 
or salted, shall be 3 cents per 100 pounds be- 
tween car-loads and less quantities between St. 
Louis and Missouri River points. That on all other 
articles mentioned by the Chicago, Milwaukee, and 
St. Louis bureaus the difference between car-loads 
and less than car-loads between St. Louis and Mis- 
souri River points snall not exceed 20 per cent and 
shall not be less than Scents. In all cases the 
customary and agreed digerences to apply from 
Chicago and other points. 

This resolution was subsequently submit- 
ted by the General Freight Agents to their 
General Managers, and received the unanimous 
approval of the latter. The above-named dif- 
ferences apply only on business east of the Mis- 
souri River, the roads west of the river declin- 
ing to make a corresponding reduction in dit. 
ferences, there bemg no demand for such 
action dy the people along the lines of their 
roads. The Joint{Western Classification Com- 
mittee held a meeting subsequently and rear- 
ranged the classification in accordance with the 
above action. The new classification will go 
into effect Nov. 23. 

The Chicago and St. Louis merchants seem 
to be satisfied with the result achieved. It is 
not exactly what they wanted, but it is more 
than they expected to get considering the hos- 
tility of a majority of the principal roads and 
the disinclination or fear of the others, except- 
ing the St. Louis & San Francisco, to define 
their positions. They tuink now that a begin- 
ning has been made the agitation will not stop, 
but will be carried on until more favorable re- 
sults have been achieved. The merchants and 
jobbers from Missouri River points and cities 
in lowa and Minnesota who were opposed to 
any change in the classification congratulate 
themselves that no material change was made 
on any articies except the seven commodities 
above named. Yet they feel somewhat disap- 
pointed, as they felt quite certain that no 
change whatever would be made. The ruil- 
road officials feel greatly relieved and congrat- 
ulate themselves upon having been able to 
surmount the difficuities in a manner that 
caused no considerable ili-feeling to either of 
the parties concerned in this matter. 


COLORADO AND UTAH TRAFFIC AFFAIRS. 

A meeting of the General Managers of the 
roads members of the Col o-Utah freight 
pool west of the Missouri River was he'd yes- 
terday, the Union Pacific, Biriimgton & Mis- 
souri River, Atehison, Topeka & Santa Fe, 
Denver & Rio Grande, and Venver, Rio Grande 
& Western Railways being represented. Com- 
missioner George H. Dan occupied the 
chair. An attempt was bring about a 
reorganization of the pool, which has not been 
in working order since , when J. C. 
Stubbs, General Traffic Man of the Southern 
and Central Pacific, gave no of withdrawal 
therefrom: It was found the pool cannot 
be carried out without the cooperation of 
the Central Pacific, and as that company 
still refuses to join the other roads 
no steps looking towards a reéstabiishment of 
the pool could be taken. It was agreed, how- 
ever, that until such time as the Central Pa- 
cific may conclude to join the other roads in 
the reorganization of the pool the agreed 
tariff rates should be firmly maintained. 

The Colorado and Califerpia Association, 
which comprises the same roads as the above, 
and includes the traflic between California 
terminal points and Denver, Pueblo, Leadville, 
and other Colorado common points, also heid 
a meeting and made a further effort to effect 
the reorganization of the pool. The Denver & 
Rio Grande Western refused, however, to enter 
into a pooling agreement until the Centra! Pa- 
cific would join the combination. As the Cen- 
tral Pacific refuses to come in the matter was 
dropped for the time being. 

The Genera) Passenger Agents of the Colora- 
do Kailway Association west of the Missouri 
River met, but transacted no business of im- 
portance, except to agree upon reduced rates 
from Utah points to the New Orleans Exposi- 
tion. 

The General Managers and General Freight 
Agents of the roads comprising the Colorado- 
Utah Asso ation east of the Missouri River 
held a meeting in the forenoon. It was 
charged that the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railroad, which in connection with the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fé has a line from St. 
Louis to Colorado points, had been cutting 
rates for some time past. The St. Louis & San 
krancisco does not belong to the Colorado-Utah 
pool, but has signified its intention to join the 
pool and comply with its rules and regulations, 
provided it can comeinon the same terms 
as it had in the old Colorado Traflic Association. 
As some of the roads did not feel inclined to 
grant such terms to that road, Commissioner 
J. W. Midgley was instructed to confer with 
the St. Louis & San Francisco people and see if 
an arrangement cannot be made with them 
that will be satisfactory to all concerned, It 
was also charged that the Union Pacific had 
not been adhering to the agreed division of 
rates and traflic with its Eastern connections 
on Colorado apd Utah traffic. The Union 
Pacific peopie explained that the trouble was 
due to a misconception of the rules regulating 
that traffic, and agreed to hereafter strictiy 
comply with the requirements of the agree- 
ment of its Eastern connections. 


ANOTHER WBSTERN FREIGHT WAR IMMI- 
NENT. / 

The announcement made in yesterday's 
TRIBUNE that the Missouri Pacific had given 
potice of its withdrawal from the Omaha, 
Council Biuffs, and Papillon local pool of the 
Western Freight Association if the Milwaukee 
& St. Paul does not pay up the balances due 
the other roads under the pooling agreement 
within fifteen days caused considerable com- 
motion in railroad circles and bad a depressing 
effect on the stocks of the roads immediately 
interested in this traffic. Both sides appear to 
be firm in their respective positions, and the 
opinion prevails that the pool will be broken 
up and the necessary consequence will 
be a dissolution of the Western Freight 
Association. Such result would necessarily 
bring on another war, not only on the Omaha 
and Council Bluffs local business, but also on 
all Nebraska traffic and the range-cattle busi- 
ness. A high official of the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul stated yesterday that his company would 
not settle the balances due the other roads un- 
less the dressed-beef business under the Ham- 
mond contract was putin at contract rate. 
If the other roads wanted to break up the pool 
rather than make the concession to his road 
they could do so, and the Milwaukee & St. Paul 
could not be held responsible for the result. 
The managers of the other roads claim that 
they cannot be held responsible for the result, 
and that the Milwaukee & St. Paul will bave to 
be held responsible for all the consequences 
that will follow another rate war. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENTS. 


Bast-bound freight shipments continue very 
light. The total shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions by the various railroad lines from 
Chicago and points common thereto through 
to seaboard points Guring the last 
week amounted to 27,586 tons, an ee 
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is again to be equal- 
ized by diversion of freight from one 105 to 
another. The difficulties formerly experienced 
are to be overcome by an agreement by 
trunk lines to insist upon full tariff rates from 
the'r Western connections, and in cases of vio- 
lation of the agreement cut them off from pro- 
rating arrangements. 

The followmg statement shows the amount 
of flour, grain, and provisions. shipped East 
from Chicago and points common thereto 
through to the seaboard points by the various 
railroads for the week ending Nov. 7, 1885, and 
also tne percentage carried by each: 
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RESTORING PASSENGER RATES. 


New York, Nov. 7.—The General Passenger 
Agents of the New York lines met today and 
agreed to a restoration of the east-bound pas- 
Senger rates between Buffalo and New York 
to $6.50. They also agreed that the tickets 
should be continuous, and that no commissions 
of any kind should be aliowed to scalpers. 


THE TRUNK-LINE AGREEMENT IN DETAIL 
New York, Nov. 7,—Commissioner Fink to- 
Guy gave out the following as the substance of 
the agreement of the Presidents of the trunk 
lines in their efforts to secure harmony and co- 
operation in the maintenance of rates: 

WHEREAS, Past experience has fully estab- 
lished the fact that joint action of competing rail- 
road companies in establishing and adh to 
uniform rates of transportation for like services to 
the public is necessary in order to avoid the evils 
of unjust discrimination and fluctuating rates, so 
injurious to commercial as well as to the railroad 
interests: 

Therefore, the parties above named (ail lines 
but Lehigh Valley) enter into the following con- 
tract for the pufpose of establishing tariffs over 
their respective roads on competitive traffic, both 
passenger and freight, and of publishing said 
tariffs and strictly maintaining the same: 

All measures necessary to carry out the contract 
shali be taken jointiy by the parties hereto, or 
jointly by such of the parties as may be directly 
interested, and should any question drise upon 
which they cannot agree in relation to the terms of 
this contract, or to any matter arising thereunder, 
it shall be decided by arbitration, it being one of 
the fundamental principles of this contract that no 
party shall take separate action in any matter 
affecting the interests of one or more of the parties 
contrary to the spirit and intent of this contract. 

The condition upon which the trunk lines will 
enter into a traffic arrangement with their con- 
necting roads is that said connecting roads will aléo 
strictly adhere to the established tariffs. it is an 
essential part of the contract thatthe trunk lines. 
will not continue to be, nor hereafter become, par- 
ties to any traffic arrangement with any of their 
connecting roads which decline or fail to maintain 
the established tariffs. 

The traffic arrangements referred to are: The 
issuing or honoring of joint due-bills of lading or 
through tickets; the interchange of through freight 
and passenger cars; the collection and advancing 
of through freight and passenger fares or partici- 
pating by division in through rates or fares upon 
traffic covered by the contract. 

Provision is made for the method in which West- 
ern roads and the trunk lines are to agree upon 
tarifs. Each of the trunk lines further under- 
takes to fully control the maintenance of agreed 
rates and fares on ite own road, as well as over its 
affiliated roads, 80 far as such rates and fares are 
subject to the contract. It is a fundamental prin- 
ciple of this contract that each trunk line shall act 
as the fully authorized agent and representative of 
ite connecting roads in all matters connected with 
the maintenance of the joint tariffs, so far as traffic 
over its Own road is concerned, and that no agent, 
or officer, or fast-freight line agent of said con- 
necting roads shall have the authority or power to 
vary from the agreed joint tariffs. 

The agreement has not been signed, but each 
representative agreed to sign as soon asa clean 
draft could be forwarded to the company. 

The Lehigh Valley Company is not a party to the 
contract. It is a coal road, and, although in hearty 
codperation with ali the lines, it was not deemed 
necessary it should be a party. 

Mr. Fink, commenting on the agreement, 
said: This is a contract to reguiate and main- 
tain tariffs There is not a word said about 
pools. The principal feature in the contract 
is that all lines will act as one body in making 
and maintaining rates, Pools may or may not 
be formed as incidental measures in carrying 
out the provisions of the contract. This con- 
tract depends for its execution upon distinctive 
official bodies similar to those officers which 
are necessary to the practical operation of a 
railroad. The Presidents of all the lines con- 
stitute the highest body, then the Vice-Presi- 
dents, then the Gencrai Passenger Agents, the 
General Freight Agents, etc., eto.“ 


A CONSOLIDATION. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 7.—[Special.|—An 
addition to the numerous companies organized 
to build a railroad between Indianapolis and 
Evansville was incorporated today. It is the 
result of a consolidation, the parties being the 
Indianapolis & Evansville, operating a line be- 
tween Evansville and Maysville and owning a 
partiy-completed line from Maysville to Worth- 
ington, and the Terre Haute & Southeastern, 
operating a road between Terre Haute and 
Worthington. The new organization is to be 
known as the Evansville & Indianapolis, and has 
a capital stock of only $2,000,000. The directors 
are William Heilman, Edwin ‘Taylor, William 
Dewing, Samuel Archer, BE. P. Hunter, D. J. 
Mackey, and E. E. Law.

General Passenger Agent O. W. Ruggies an- 
nounces the resignation of Mr. A. J. Harlow. 
New Engiand Passenger Agent of the Michigan 
Central Kailroad Company, taking effect Nov, 
1. ThejNew Engiand Passenger Agency, which 
has heretofore had jurisdiction also over that 
part · ot the State of New York east of the Hud- 
son River and the City of Albany, will be dis- 
continued, and the interests of the Michigan 
Central will be intrusted to its connect 
lines—the New York Central and Boston 
Albany Railroads. Mr. Harlow has been in 
the service of the Michigan Central at Boston

THE DESPERATE DEED OF A NEGRO AT JEF- 
FERSON BARRACKS—THE SLAYER AR- 
RESTED. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 7.—(Special.J—A cou- 
rier from Jefferson Barracks arrived at the

morning, and notified the police that a negro

hip. Otto fell to the ground insensibie, with a 

Dall in the head under the left ear.

WHO MADE GEN, GRANT? 


WHE GALENA PEOPLE DENY THAT IT WAS 
GEN. STOKES—THE PART TAKEN BY GEN. 
JOHN E. SMITH AND THE HON. E. B. WASH- 
BURNE. . 

GALENA, III., Nov. 7.—[Special.|—People of 
this city who are perfectly familiar with the 
facts leading to Gen. Grant's appointment as 
Colonel ot the Twenty-first Illinois Infantry in 
1861 are struck with the utter absurdity of the 
story alleged to have been given out by Gen. 
James H. Stokes of New York to the effect that 
it was solely through his (Stokes’) influence, 
while acting as “military adviser to Gov. 
Vates, that Grant was given the command of 
the organization above referred to; that he 
(Grant) also owed his first appointment as 
clerk in the Adjutant-General’s office at Spring- 
feld to bim (Stokes); and, further, that the 
former had gone to see McClellan at Cinvin- 
natiin anticipation of receiving an appoint- 
ment, but had been refused by the latter, who 
at that time was Major-General of Ohio Vol- 
unteers. 

In his memoirs Gen. Grant does not enter 
into full details as to how he came to enter the 
army in 1861, but ample proof can be obtained 
botn here and in Chicago from friends and 
neighbors of the Old Commander at the time 
the Rebellion broke out to the effect that Gen. 
Stokes had nothing whatever to do with his 
appointment, either as a clerk in the office of 
the Adjutant-General at Springfield or as 
Colonel of the Twenty-first Illinois infantry, 
but that these positions were g ven to Grant 
at the personai solicitation of Gen. John E. 
Smith, then a jeweler of Galena and Colonel 
on Gov. Yates’ staff, seconded by the efforts 
of ex-Senator R. H. McCiellan of this city, then

office. While Grant was on the road from 
Springfield to Cincinnati a dispatch was sent 
to him at Galena, from Goy. Dennison of Ohio, 
tendering him the Coionelcy of a regiment of 
that State. C. R. Perkins of this vity, in 186la 
partner in the Grant leather store, informs 
your correspondent that he remembers dis- 
tinctly the telegram re erred to, and says that 
it was forwarded by Orville Grant to bis broth- 
er Ulysses, who received it but a short time 
after the notification wired him by Gov. Yates 
had come to hand. 

Gen. Grant's old Galena friends indignantly 
deny the allegation of Gen. Stokes that the 
babits of the former were bad at the time he 
applied to Gov. Yates for an army position in 
1861, and assert that he (Grant) was both strict- 
ly temperate and upright in his habits, and that 
be led while here a perfectly blameless life. 
Senator McClelian says that during the time 
Grant was in Springfield he did nor vary from 
that course, and that there was not the slight- 
est suspic.on attached to his character on this 
score, Gen. Stokes’ statement to the contrary 
notwithstanding.

Van Zandt's account of a conversation 
with Gen. McClellan several years ago, where- 
in the Genera! is made to say that Grant had 
gone to bis headquarters of the Army of the 
Potomac to apply fora position on his staff, 
but failed to see bim and returned to Illinois, 
where he was commissioned Captain by Gov. 
Yates, is full of errors, says a friend of Grant 
in this city. Grant never beid a commission 
as Captain of Illinois volunfeers, although he 
did drill a company in Galena and 
proceed with it to Sprmgfield. Gen. 
McClellan. was not appointed commander of 
the Army of the Potomac until atter the first 
battle of Bull Run, which occurred July 21, 
1861, at which time Gen. Grant was in the fleid 
commanding a brigade, and therefore he could 
not have called upon McClellan to request an 
appo ntment or for an. other purpose. He did, 
however, go to Cincinnati, before receiving his 
Colonelcy in May, to see McClellan when the 
latter was Major-General of Onio volunteers. 
On his return be stopped two days in Indian- 
apolis. lie spoke freely to bis friends here, and 
seemed somewhat dissatisfied. He said that he 
had been educated at the exbeuse of the Gov- 
ernment, and was willing to serveitin any ca- 
pacity. While be had vo intention of making 
any application he still hoped that McClellan 
might offer bim a place on his staff. He went 
to his headquarters in Cincinnati, but 
there was so much red tape connected there- 
with that he did not get an Opportunity to see 
McClellan at all.

REVELATIONS OF DEPRAVITY IN BOSTON 

WHICH PARALLEL THE SENSATION OF THE

Boston, Mass., Nov. 7.—[Special.]—An effort 
was made by a Boston paper to cast discredit 
on the story published in THe Trirsune Friday 
in relation to the imprisonment of a young girl 
named Lizzie Merchant. The story was unques- 
tionably true in all the essential points. Yes- 
terday Charles Burrell, with several aliases, 
was in court on charges of keeping a house of 
ill-fame at No. 52 Pitts street and keeping a 
liquor nuisance. Lizzie Merchant was put ou 
the stand to testify against him. When cross- 
examined with reference to Burrell's duties in 
the house the girl suid: 1 have known Burrell 
since be entered the Dows place. He has been 
„boss there for six weeks. His business there 
is to look out for the inmates, sell the liquor, 
and punish the girls when they do anything 
against the ruies.”’ 

“ Have you seen him strike any woman?“ 

„Ves,“ was the reply. He sometimes 
knocked girls down and then beat them, as he 
did me. 

She then related the story of ber persecution, 
and related how she escaped from the building 
through a back window. Her testimony on 
this point was quite emphatic. When asked 
why she ran away in such a manner she ex- 
claimed: I know I didn’t have anywhere to 
go, but I didn’t want to stay and get beaten to 
death. I would rather go on the street and 
starve.” 

Officer Wyman stated that he visited the 
house in search of Lizzie Merchant some five 
weeks ago. He had a conversation with her. 
She was very sickiy at the time, but said she 
was getting better. He asked if she wished 
him to take ber away and send her to a hos- 
pital. She replied she did not want to goto a 
hospital, but intended to escape in a day or 
two. He called a few days later and she had 
disappeared. 

Lizzie testified that after her escape she re- 
turned to the house to get her clothing, which 
had been taken away from her when she first 
entered. She was again imprisoned and kept 
until the officers came. No defense was of- 
fered and Judge Hardy imposed the sentence. 
For keeping liquor for sale without a license 
the prisoner was fined $100 and costs; for 
keeping a house of ill-fame, one Fear in the 
house of correction. This is the most severe 
punishment which bas been imposed by any 
Judge in the Munteipa Court for many months.

Three of the melodramas in town the last 
week showed thieves’ habitations at the bottoms 
of stairs. Usage in that kind of play bas so 
long put impoverished bonesty bigh and 
ary in attics, and sunk the criminals of 
larceny and murder below the street level, 
that it would be like assailing the traditions of 
Shakspeare to demur; and still, though it is 
well enough to see the rascals hump and bob- 
ble on the incline, it is a pity to enforce awk- 
wardness In the gentle heroine already 
wrenched by other hard circumstances.

IRELAND. 


For 700 years we have endeavored. to govern 
Treland for our own benefit and for the benefit 
of a few Angio-Irish. They have been 700 
years of dismal failure. We bave heid our own 
in that country by means of barbarous 
laws and inding oppression, by setting 
class aga class, and by crushing out all 
legitimate aspirations with the sword, the gal- 
dows, and the prison. It is only of late that the 
sense of wrong-domg has been forced upon us: 
and we are surprised that the Irish do not 
thank us upon their knees for vouchsafing to 
them some crumbs of justice! In the new 
Parliament we shali bave to fave the fact that 


mated by a common will, and fully determ. ned 
to give effect, so far as they can, to that will. 
It is sometimes said that English parties will 
unite against them. We may judge of the 
future by the past. None were more loud in 
their denunciations of Irish aspirations than 
the Conservatives; yet they are now in power 
by means of the Irish vote, and they unhesi- 
tatingly paid the price for it by announcing that 
there was to be no Coercion act and by reviling 
Lord Spencer. In any Assembly where parties 
are pearly equally balanced, and where they 
are struggling for place, power, and victory, 
a compact band of eighty members, ready to 
support either party which will pay the price, 
must command the situation. Either, then, 
parliamentary government will be impossibiec, 
or we must devise some modus vivendi wits 
Ireland. The problem is not a new one; it has 
presented itse:f in other countries and has 
been satisfactorily solved. In Austria, in the 
United States, and in the Dominion it has been 
found possible to reconcile local independence 


with imperial unity. The salution con- 
sista in a clear and distinct line of 
demarcation being drawn between lo- 


cal and imperial interests. The Irish 
must make up their minds to such concessions 
as are necessary for imperial unity. We must 
make up our minds to such as are involved in 
full and absolute local self-government. There 
must be no restrictions in these latter conces- 
sions. The main objections urged against this 
are: 1. The Irish will not remain satisfied with 
local self-government, and will use it as a 
means to disintegrate the Empire. To this the 
answer is, that, whatever individual leaders 
may say, the irish people will soon become ac- 
customed to take an intelligent interest in their 
own local affairs, and that these affairs will so 
fully occupy them that they will pay little at- 
tention to unpractica!l claptrap; whilst, if they 
do seek disintegration, we are the stronger, and 
can always treat them as the Americans treat- 
ed the Southern States under similar circum- 
stances. 2. Tne Protestants and Catholics will 
either cut each other's throats, or the former 
will be oppressed by the latter. Of neither of 
these contingencies is there the smallest prob- 
ability. The power of the priesthood is on the 
wane in Ireland. Mr. Parwell is bimseifa 
Protestant. The Irish of today no more dream 
of submitting to their priests in temporal mat- 
ters than do the French. There is no more 
likelihood of the Protestants being op 

in Ireland than of

words; the tenure of all lane in the United 
Kingdom is dependent upon the will of the na- 
tion. The tenure of Irish land must, in like 
manner, be dependent upon the will of the 
Irish nation if the principle of home rule is to 
be fairly recognized. We must accept it in its 
entirety ifwe are to bope for a settlement. 
Our intervention in Ireland must be limited to 
what is necessary for imperial unity, and 
whether a hundred acres in Kilkenny belong to 
one Irishman or to another does not affect the 
political unity of the two islands. 

With the concession of bome rule to Ireland 
we should bave either to divest the Imperial 
Parliament of control over local matters in 
Engiand and Scotland or to bave imperial ses- 
sions, ia which the Irish members would sit 
and vote, and local sessions, in which English 
and Scoteh locai matters would be treated. The 
former would be the more reasonable, but in 
the event of its not being deemed expedient to 
adopt it the latter would meet the difficuitys. 

The first aim, therefore, of democracy must 
be to reduce the expenditure of the court; to 
putan end to the hereditary Upper House: 
and to create an Imperial Parliament freed 
from all control over local matters, elected for 
a maximum term of 
whose mem bers may be freely 
chosen by their g being ¢ paid for their 
services. It has, indeed, been suggested that 
the colonies should be represented in such a 
Parliament. Tue difficulties, bowever, in the 
way of this appear insuperable, and, until the 
colonies are prepared to transfer a portion of 
their independence in return for the right of 
representation, the suggestion may de dis- 
missed as entirely beyond the confines of prac- 
tical politics. 

Having established our legislative system 
upon a democratic policy, democratic legisla- 
tion would follow. 


THE LAND. 

Lord Beaconsfield asserted that the profits of 
acriculture ought to be divided between the 
owner, the occupier, and the tiller. This might 
be well if tie profits were sufficiently large 
to admit of this division. But the 
opening out, of cheap communications 
with soils more fertile than ours, and where 
the division does not take place, renders it im- 
possible if all three parthers are to live and 
thrive. The principal burden on land, as has 
been justiy said. is the landiori. The first 
charge upon it is the tiller, the second the oc- 
cupier, the third the State, and the fourth the 
landlord. We have for years legislated in 
favor of landlords, owing to the paramount in- 
fluence of this clasts in the Legislature. We 
have gone out of our way to limit their num- 
ber, to encourage large estates, and to perpet- 
uate them in the same families from genera- 
tion to generation. All this must be changed. 
The tendency of iegisiation in the future 
must be to suppress iandiords, to 
convert the occupier into the owner, 
and to secure to the tiller some interest in the 
tand which he cultivates. To this end the credit 
of the State ought to be used: The tiving man 
must in every case be substitated for the dead 
hand; the natural forces of accumulation and 
dispersion must have fair play; the lawyer 
must Cease to leVy an enormous and almost 
prohibitive upon all transactions in regard 
to jand and houses; the leascholder must be 
able to convert his tenancy into a freehold 
upon fair terms: the mam burden of taxation 
must be thrown upon ground landiords in

BDUCATION. 

It ought to be free, and children ought 
not only to be taught at the pubiic 
cost, but to receive a simple but su- 
ficient meal whilst the} are being taught. 
A portion of the funds for this pur- 
pose can be provided by laying hands upon the 
revenues of the church and by applying spe- 
olal school endowments to general purposes of 
education. The rest would have to be raised 
in part by general taxation and in part by a 
school rate, which ought, like the income tax, 
to be a graduated one. In each large town 
there ought to be a higher school where educa- 
tion would also be gratis, and in every jocality 
where the inhabitants devote themselves to 
some particular industry a full and complete 
knowledge of that industry sbould be freely 
taught. One of the reasons why we are losing 
the markets of the world is that our artisans 
receive no technical education. 

FOREIGN POLITICS. 

We ought to follow the example of the United 
States and not meddie in matters that do not 
concern us. We should deave the European 
Powers, with their vast armies, their rest- 
less ambition, and their open frontiers, to 
fight and quarrel as they please; and inter- 
tere with no one who does not interfere with 
us. Were we to announce that we would not 
meddle beyond the confines of our Empire no 
one would meddle with us. We have spent 
thousands of millions upon wars that in no 
way bave regarded us; but statesmen are far 
too anxious to p ay a great part on the world's 
stage, and are too often under the impression 
that we are not fulfilling what they plense 
to call our duties as a State if a sword be 
drawn in any part of the world without ours 
flashing from the scabbard. In India we ought 
to have a cleariy-defined frontier instead of 
depending for our safety upon an Afghan sav- 
age who will betray us whenever it suits his 
purpose. We ought to look with calm indiffer- 
ence upon Austria and Russia quarreling for the 
inberitance of the Sick Man at Constantinople. 
Egypt we ought to evacuate at once. We have 
now been there tor several years, and we have 
expended millions. We crushed out the na- 
tional party, we spread ruin and desolation in the 
Soudan; and if, as we assert, our object is to 
secure to the Egyptians a good government, we 
have assuredly most signally failed; for our 
„good govrerament consists of a Khedive 
who, according to the Secretary of State for 
India, and to our Special Envoy to Egypt, is a 
man stained with the vilest of crimes, and of 
a gung of greedy Pashas who pillage and rob 
to their hearts’ content. A very tew Radicais 
opposed our military operations in Egypt and 
the Soudan; but their voices were drowned in 
the chorus of fighting Conservatives, fighting 
Whiga, fighting philanthropists, fighting mer- 
chants, fighting contractors, and fighting loan- 
mongers. This small band bas now the satis- 
faction of learning from Mr. Giadstone that he 
repents in dust and ashes of not having listen- 
ed to their protests. We ought to send a 


man or a coin to South Africa in 
order to bolster up one savage against 
another, or to assume protectoraies 


over vast tracts of country that we do not 
require and which only land us in further ex- 
penditure. Our interest in that part of the 
worid ought to begin and end with the reten- 
tion of a safe coaling and refitting station for 
our ships to and from India. We have harbors 
and fortresses in different parts of the world, 
These we should maintain in an efficient state 
of preparation. Our fleet ought to be suffi- 
cient for the defense of our shores and of our 
commercial marine. Our army should be a 
small one, and it ought to be mainly employed 
in manning our fortresses. There is no neces- 
sity for it being large enough to enable us to 
seud expeditions to the Soudan orto any other 
part of the world; indeed a large army is an 
inducement to plange into such follies, for 
statesmen ever find work for idle soldiers to 
do. Our colonies should be aia that they 
must provide the means to defend themselves, 
or at least assist us materially in defending 
them. We should raise a temple to the God 
Terminus, and eschew all further annexations, 
whether proposed by missionaries, philan- 
thropists, pot-house politicians, or far-see- 
ing’ statesmen. Our position, in fact, should 
be a defensive one: our armaments should be 
defensive and not offensive. 
THE DAYS OF WHIGGISM_OVER. 

The above are only a few of the legislative 
changes to which it will be the business of De- 
mocracy to give practical effect. We do 
not expect to dc everything at once: 
but we must not be laggards on the path. 
When we have it in our power to select our 
leaders, why should we bow to half-hearted 
chiefs? Democracy has already wandered too 
long ia the wilderness. It must dweil no longer 
amongst the rocks and the sands. A distant 
view of the promised land and a tew grapes 
from it will net suffice us. We must possess 
the land at once. We are not prepared to suit 
our pace to the beavy, lumbering coach of 
Whigeism. The day is over when the opinions 
of a few dozen respectable noblemen and gen- 
tlemen are likeiy to be bjindly accepted by the 
country, as though they” were divine emana- 


tions. They must fall into hne and march 
with us, or they will be left behind. 
Their views are not one whit more 


entitled to respect than those of the same 
number of artisans. Those, indeed, of the lat- 
ter are more likely te be sound where political 
principle in involved, because they are un- 
warped by social prejudices and unbiased by 
the traditions of the past. The artisan brings 
to politics a virgin mind. He judges each 
measure on its particular merits, and his tend- 
encies are, as a rule, broader and more gen- 
erous than the driveling, besitating, trimming 
conciusions of the political hack gtatesman, or 
of the rich man who finds it as difficu't to enter 
the kingdom of Democracy as the kingdom of 
Heaven. 

Demooracy will not at once realize its own 
strength. Fora Parlament or two our polit- 
ical thorns will continue to crackle and splut- 
ter, and our political squirrels will contiaue to 
turn in their cages; for a time we shall sti 
have the old party struggles between rival 
gangs of place-bunters, and principles will be 
subordinated to personal ambition. We shall 
have the landlord clamoring for his privileges. 
We shall bave the Tory Democrat explaining 
that be is an hereditary leader of men. We 
shall Save the moderate Liberal performmg his 
fantastic tricks upon the political ticht-rope. 
But the great tide of Democracy is rising. 
In every successive Parliament there wil! 
be a greater number of Democrats, of meh 
who know littie of the old party cries and 
distinctions, and who care for them still less. 
Doctrines which only a few short years ago 
were regarded as the wild ravings of irrespon- 
sible enthusiasts are now within the area of 
practical politics. Pledges are even now de- 
manded from candidates for Parliament which 
would bave been deemed not long ago revolu- 
tionary. Old Mother Partingtons will find it 
impossible to stem the incoming ocean with 
their mops. The day of checks and counter- 
poises is over. Our triumpb—a triumph com- 
plete and absolute—is not tar distant.
